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‘ORGANISING AGENTS’? FOR BUILDING 


IDDLESEX COUNTY COUNCIL have agreed in principle to the employ- 
4 ment of an organising company who will be responsible for the preparation 
of plans and negotiating and placing the contract with a builder chosen from a 
selected list. In addition the company provides all consultant services, buys 
most of the materials for the builder, progresses and organises the builder's 
work and is in complete charge of the job. Only one price is submitted for all 
this work and the council will have no contractual relationship with the actual 
builder, and therefore have no knowledge of any detailed negotiation which the 
company may have with the builder. 


It seems strange that a responsible County Council should not have blenched 
at such a proposal and been appalled at the difficulties it poses. As it stands, 
the scheme means a complete separation of the council’s, professional and 
technical advisers from the builder; the whole interpretation and execution by 
the builder of the client’s requirements being channelled through an agent 
whose chief interest is financial. This is the complete negation of professional 
Status, and cocks an imperial snook at the architectural and quantity surveying 
professions and the growing number of builders who, by virtue of their organ- 
isation, consider themselves to be professional builders. 


The fact that Middlesex County Council have taken such a decision is by 
far the most serious aspect of the whole affair, and it would be most interesting 
to know what advantages they saw in the scheme. The report of the General 
Purposes Committee to the Council (see our last issue) gives some indications 
of what these probably were. _ First, the fact that the company claims to give 
a complete technical service similar to that provided by a private architect, with 
the addition, however, of all necessary consultants’ work such as structural 
heating and lighting, seems to have been of the first importance. The second 
advantage the council appears to see in the scheme is that only one price for 
the whole job is submitted. Thirdly, they would appear to believe that the 
company, by buying the materials and organising and chasing the builder, will 
be able to build quicker and cheaper. 


Whether the council appreciated the facts that if consultant services are 
provided they have to be paid for somehow, or that the submission of one price 
without details virtually eliminates all control by the council, or that any saving 
in cost will go to the company and not to the council, is not known. Whether 
they did or did not take into account these factors is to a certain extent immater- 
ial, except that the possibility of the council being in ignorance of such matters 
indicates the parlous state of the industry’s public relations. The title of the 
present exhibition at the RIBA is a sardonic comment on the present situation. 
The vital thing is that the council were clearly dissatisfied with the present 
procedures by which architects, being unable to cope with more than a com- 
paratively small portion of a building of any size, must call in expensive con- 
sultants, when any client reading the Scale of Professional Charges can be 
pardoned for assuming that for any ordinary job the total fees are 6 per cent. 
The long complicated procedures with a multiplicity of prices, rates and quant- 
ity factors, which even the architect needs a quantity surveyor to interpret 
for him, must completely mystify the client. The lack, in many cases, of a 
businesslike approach on the part of the architect to the management, organising 
programming and progressing of the job from start to finish, reduces the client’s 
confidence in the architect as the appropriate person to be in charge. 

This is a most serious state of affairs which demands positive remedies. It 
would be very easy to shrug off the whole matter by adopting the ‘once bit 
twice shy’ approach, or by holding out that there are very few clients who would 
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put themselves completely in the hands of a financier. Such an approach 
does nothing to solve the problem. Certainly something might be done by 
prohibition. The fee which the company claim to have agreed with the Ministry 
of Education for schools is £10 per place. For a secondary school this works 
out at about 34 per cent for all architectural and consultant services, and clearly 
any architect or consultant who works for a company operating under such 
arrangements is an accomplice in a blatant bout of fee-cutting. 


Action along these lines, even if effective, can only buy time and cannot 
alter the fact that the service provided by the architect in particular, and the 
industry in general, is falling short of what the client wants. Whilst the situa- 
tion is serious, it is by no means hopeless. The general climate of the archi- 
tectural profession following the Ad Hoc Committee’s report 1s now more 
receptive to the possibilities of change, and in many places considerable thought 
and discussion about the future of the profession is taking place. 


The most urgent problems requiring consideration would appear to be first, 
the fixing of an all-in fee for architectural and consultant services. Second, 
the architect has got to be able to do more himself without flying to a specialist 
at the onset of the slightest technical problem. It may well be that the training 
and formation of an assistant and technological grade of the architectural 
profession will be the outcome. Third, the whole question of management 
and organisation has to be greatly improved. The study and introduction of 
management techniques into the professions and the industry is a vital necessity. 
Closely allied with this is the problem of the architect being in a position of 
weakness as regards organisation of building, since he is prohibited from 
obtaining a position of control as a director. A reappraisal of this position 
is of the utmost urgency. Further studies on the lines of the recent joint 
management course at Sundridge Park might well show that if the organisational 
structures, procedures and limits of responsibility and accountability of the 
whole industry were clearly defined, many of the apparent failings of the indus- 
try as at present constituted might be overcome and the need for certain clear- 
cut changes would be obvious. 


If the architect is to become the real leader and commander of the building 
team, with all the delegation of duties which this implies, then the RIBA must 
show dynamic leadership. This is a testing time for the architect; may it 
never be said of him as did a senior army officer writing the confidential report 
of a junior officer ‘I cannot conceive a situation in which men would follow 
this officer unless, perhaps, it was out of curiosity.” The time for leadership 
has arrived. Should not a few ‘standing orders’ of the profession, if necessary, 
be temporarily suspended to allow some forward-looking experiments to be 
launched ? There are many in the industry who are waiting for the architect 
to take the initiative in promoting the joint courses, discussions and study that 
are so vitally needed. The emergence of the ‘middleman company’ makes 
any unnecessary delay in the starting of this process extremely grave. 


THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF WORKS, MOW 


IR CHARLES MOLE’S retirement on February 28 from the post of Director- 
General of Works and Buildings in the Ministry of Works, raises once 
more the thorny question of his successor. The vast building programme now 
being undertaken on behalf of various Government Departments, with its 
new emphasis on the quality of architecture, makes it highly desirable that the 
occupant of the post should be a man who is knowledgeable about and sympa- 
thethic to architecture. While, therefore, the Director-General could be an 
engineer or (the suggestion has been put forward) an estates surveyor, the 
natural choice would seem to be an architect, if only because one of the two 
keynotes of the job of Director-General is an ability to lead a team of architects, 
engineers and other mechanical specialists, and scientists—to be able to talk 
to them in their own language and to command their professional respect. 


It was in this direction that Sir Charles Mole has proved himself peerless. 
Trained as an architect, he yet commands those other qualities of comprehension 
of the techniques of other professions which made him, with his fine adminis- 
trative qualities, a co-ordinator of building on the grand scale. For the second 
keynote of the post of Director-General of Works and Buildings is administra- 
tion, and it must be faced that the two qualities of artistic comprehension and 
supreme executive and administrative ability are not often found in architectural 
circles today. 


But that is not to say that there are no men at present engaged in the practice 
of architecture who combine such qualities. It should be realised that the post

Stonehenge Again 


PPE announcement by the Ministry of 

Works of measures of preservati: n 
at Stonehenge (see page 399 in our last 
week’s issue) had already been preceded 
by a _ well-informed article by Sir 
Mortimer Wheeler in The Times of 
February 26. This has since led to an 
outbreak of correspondence which recalls 
the brave days of old, when Sir George 
Gilbert Scott's work at Tewkesbury 
Abbey in 1875-6 led to violent attacks 
upon him by William Morris, resulting in 
the foundation of the * Anti-Scrape’ 
(sometimes known as SPAB). Inthe 
Tewkesbury controversy, The Builder 
played an active part, and _ finally 
approved Scott's restoration in two 
impartial and anonymous leading articles.

THE CURRENT CORRESPONDENCE about 
Stonehenge has already produced the 
usual two extreme views: one Army 
officer advocates a far more drastic pro- 
gramme of reinstatement and restoration: 
another simply quotes Ruskin’s dictum: 
* Restoration is a lie. Hordes of hikers 
in hobnailed boots have stamped over 
the prostrate lintol of the trilithon until 
the precious carvings upon it, thirty-five 
centuries old, have been nearly  oblit- 
erated. Its raising and reinstatement in the 
existing sockets might well reveal further 
carvings. Seeing that its collapse occurred 
so comparatively recently as January 3, 
1797, objections to its replacement in 
position are difficult to understand. The 
present policy of the Ministry — is 
realistic but conservative, a happy com- 
promise between the Morris-Ruskin 
* Touch-me-not’ doctrine, and the exces- 
sive restorations of Viollet-le-duc. 


Colonial Williamsburg 


WHEN WE IN THIS COUNTRY are con- 
tinually being appealed to for funds for 
the restoration or repair of historical 
buildings which have been allowed, by 
ourselves and our forefathers, to fall into 
a State of disrepair it is encouraging to 
learn of the work of restoring the 
eighteenth-century capital of Virginia. 
Dr. Kenneth Chorley, speaking in his 
capacity as President of Colonial 
Williamsburg, to the English-Speaking 
Union last week, told of some of the diffi- 
culties the team of research workers were 
faced with in their reconstruction and 
renovation of existing buildings of this 
early English settlement which from 
1699 to 1780 was such an important 
political and cultural centre. The non- 
profit making organisation, known as 
Colonial Williamsburg, exists to continue 
the reconstruction work within some 
5,000 acres and also to ensure that the 
centre is, once again, one of importance 
for historical study, educational influence 
and inspiration.

Novel Houses at Olympia 


IN countries such as Canada, the United 
States and others where houses are con- 
structed of light material it is not unusual 
to see a home being moved from one site 
to another. A further development along 
these lines is the * Round House,’ which 
can be flown to the site by helicopter; it 
is on view for the first time in this coun- 
try at the Jubilee Daily Mail Ideal Home 
Exhibition, which continue at Olympia 
intil March 29. 


The house is the invention of Dr. 
Johann Ludovici, whose factory is in the 
German village of Jockgrim-Pfalz, near 
Karlsruhe. Its creation was inspired by a 
request from the Belgian Government 
which said: ‘We want a house suitable 
for workers in the remote regions of the 
Belgian Congo. It must be small, but it 
must provide the essential comforts of a 
home.’ 


As its name implies, the house is in the 
orm of a sphere. The kitchen is well 
equipped, and includes well-planned stor- 
ige cupboards and a stainless steel sink. 
The tiny bathroom has a bath, shower, 
washbasin and other essentials. Germans 
who buy the house as a week-end retreat 
pay about £425 for it without any furnish- 
ng. 
Another creation of this versatile Ger- 
man builder which can also be seen at 
Olympia is the * Roof House.’ This is 
imply a high sloping roof built on to a 
oundation on the ground. In the space 
reated by the angle of the roof are three 
bedrooms, a living-room, a_ kitchen- 
lining-room and a bathroom. This house 
S designed for young couples with little 
capital who, as soon as funds permit and 
demand for more space arises, may 
uild a ground floor, hoist the roof up 
ind place it on this structure. 
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of Director-General offers small opportunity for personal architectural design; 
that side of the Ministry’s work is in the capable hands of Mr. Eric BEDFORD, 
under whom the Architect’s Branch of the Ministry is winning the widest 
recognition for its recent buildings. Yet it is true to say that the Architect’s 
Branch could hardly have developed to its present state but for the sympathetic 
and whole-hearted support of the Director-General, something which is all 
the more remarkable in that the trend of design which the branch now follows 
is very different from that to which Sir Charles, for most of his professional 
life, has been accustomed. It is this very quality of architectural comprehension 
which makes it, in our view, so essential that the new appointment (when it is 
made at the end of Mr. JACK FILER’s period of tactful and most able caretaking) 
be from the architectural ranks. 


Are there fit candidates in the architectural profession—fit, that is, in the 
sense of combining these qualities, at an age which will give them 15 or 20 
years in the saddle at Lambeth Bridge House? Undoubtedly there are, but we 
do not think they are men who necessarily will respond to a public advertise- 
ment. Men of the eminence called for are already holding high positions, and 
are unlikely to enter lists where there can be only one victor but several losers 
losers who will be faced with all the upset and uncertainty which, as a result 
of their applications, are bound to arise in their own offices. There is everything 
to be said for a suggestion that the MINISTER OF WorRKS should, during the next 
18 months, prepare a list of possible candidates and study records and potenti- 
ality for the job before proceeding to a direct appointment. 

It is vital, however, that the Ministry should first look to the profession of 
architecture before considering the claims of candidates in other technical 
fields. If it fails to do this, it will strike a severe blow at architecture and, as a 
consequence, to its own present high prestige. 


* * * 
To Sir CHARLES Mo_e—through whose superlative qualities the present 


impasse, by a curious paradox, has arisen—the whole building industry will 
send its good wishes for retirement. No civil servant has won a higher place 
for himself and his Department in the estimation of that section of the national 
life which he has been called upon to serve. Sir Charles’s knowledge and interests 
have been catholic—they have ranged from the great atomic energy programme 
to the reconstitution of Stonehenge. In his Department he has given leadership 
and direction of the highest order—all this while winning deservedly the affection 
and esteem of his colleagues within the Ministry and of the building industry 
at large. It may be hoped that ways and means be found for ensuring that those 
great qualities be not yet lost to building and to the country.

A CURRENT EXHIBITION AT 


PERHAPS what must be said about 
this Exhibition (at the RIBA until 
March 22) had best be prefaced by an 
abridged version of a wartime anecdote 
that of the British colonel and the 
American GI finding themselves mutually 
privileged to share a first-class carriage 
in’ England. BC, ingenuously and 
warmly, asks, “Tell me, do your chaps 
like it here?’, to which GI replies 
promptly and firmly, ‘Sir, we like your 
country fine, we like your people fine. 
Them’s our orders!’ 

Point was added, and edge dulled, by 
first hearing this used by a very senior 
American officer, to introduce his lecture 
to British candidates selected for duties 
with the joint Anglo-American teams 
composing Military Government. In the 
event, and the field, both sides (if that 
is the right word!) found plenty of com- 
mon ground as well as language. 

Then one was collaborating with 
American architects and  art-historians 
and I am hopeful that the same spirit 
will prevail among any who may read 
this, since although no longer under 
orders, one would have preferred to * like 
the Exhibition fine’ instead of having 
to record that it does not quite come up 
to expectations. It is not that the title 
is too ambitious for a rather thin showing 

its very accuracy suggests that a too- 
arbitrary date-line may have cramped the 
presentation of a more _— identifiable 
national architecture in the making. For 
instance, intrigued by a caption’s refer- 
ence to ‘the collapse of the earlier unity 
of Federal Style” I asked and got the 
Jiplomatic explanation that this was ‘a 
rather more emphatically nationalist 
Colonial Style, which, of course, hap- 
pened before 1857, but might have pre- 
ented a better all-American kick-off. 

Again, the American equivalent of the 
Grand Tour produced in the nineteenth 
century what was referred to in the 
captions as ‘eclecticism. These proved 
often to be a mixed diet of wholemeal 
and piece-meal borrowings from the Old

World, and to-day would, I feel, rank as 
distinctly un-American activity. Oddly, 
it is in the earliest and the most recent 
work in the period covered that the slow 
metabolic rate of assimilation (having, | 
feel, a racial analogy) is most evident. In 
the former, the degree of scholarship in 
the adaptation of these borrowings 
accounts for much: in the latter, the 
inevitable internationalism of an 
aesthetic growing out of increasingly 
international methods, materials, and 
social and economic needs. But at either 
end of the century covered there is some 
lack of the character or * flavour’ for 
which, perhaps wrongly, one had hoped. 

Of the late nineteenth-century work, 
Howard's Belle Grove Plantation 
(Louisiana) is a prime example of the 
scholarly ‘transplant, being Palladian in 
spirit and of a surprisingly later date than 
its English counterparts. There are 
other art-historical anomalies, such as 
Renwick’s Sr. Patrick's Cathedral (New 
York) where the Gothic spirit has been 
caught more intuitively than by many ot! 
our own revivalists. By contrast, May- 
beck’s First Church of Christ Scientist 
(California) has literally everything: glass 
in Gothic tracery peers uneasily from the 
shadow of Swiss-chalet eaves, and per- 
golas perch on composite caps of dubious 
provenance — all great and robust stuff, 
but the eclecticism is that of the magpie 
rather than the scholar.

Examples of 1904 and 1913 remind us 
how early FLW’s horizontal earmarks 
spread their wings as if in defiance ot 
upward trends rooted in the same rocks, 
but the high-spot of 1918 is the essay 
in proto-curtain-walling garni, the Willis 
Polk Hallidie Building (San Francisco), 
as enchanting in its inconsequent ginger- 
bread ‘trim’ as a Mississippi steamboat.

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feet-finding period there is much ste ile 
Bankers’ Classical and bloated Uj, :zj, 
though Kellum’s A. 7. Stewart S;ore 
(New York) impresses through the seer 
rhythmic and modular monotony o! its 
superimposed arcading. 

Such targets for kindly ribbing, how- 
ever, could be matched in Europe, though 
seldom with such ebullience and verve. 
In the early days of the century, how- 
ever, America also clearly placed herself 
in the van of the modern movement, 
though it was not perhaps until the 1940's 


that the fruits of ‘mainstream modern’ 
(to adapt jazz-jargon) began to be har- 
vested for popular consumption. 

The skyscraper-scapes by which the 


1930°s are generally typified do not, I feel, 
look well out of context of light and 
colour. Among the few domestic inter- 
ludes, however, of that decade Ellington 
and Wadsworth’s Town of Greenhelt 
(Maryland) is a startling foretaste. At 
the 1940's one sits up and takes notice 

of such things as the Saarinens’ Crow 
Island Elementary Schoo! (Winnetka) and 
Koch, Jackson and Kennedy’s Snake Hill 
Housing Group (Massachusetts). Hoyt’s 
Red Rocks Amphitheatre is stupendous, 


but is perhaps geology rather than 
architecture. 
It is in the post-war work that one 


really begins to feel the affinity and the 
“common language,” and it is with a 
sense of ingratitude that this seems some- 
how flat and over-familiar. Much of it 
has been seen through English lenses 

for the camera notoriously contrives to 
be subjective—and there are both sur- 
prising omissions and inclusions, remem- 
bering other work from the same offices. 
The Exhibition is completed by examples 
of students’ work, but the expected model 
of the American Embassy here was not, 
unfortunately, available on press day. 

It is difficult to escape the impression of 
unusual difficulties in selection by a pro- 
fessional parent-body concerned with 
other considerations and criteria besides 
merit and interest. It would be fair and 
not, I think, unduly mischievous to 
speculate on what might or might not 
happen with a_ reciprocal export of 
similar sponsorship.

mw IR, With regard to the somewhat 

heated controversy that has raged in 
your journal recently on private work by 
fticial architects, may I suggest that a 
solution to this problem would appear to 
ye that architects in private practice 
obtain seats on county councils and 
borough councils at the elections that 
take place in a few weeks time, as 
thereby: 

(a) They would have some measure of 
control of official architects doing private 
work, particularly where this has to come 
before their own authority for official 
consents. 


(b) They would be of assistance to 
official architects in putting over their 
schemes and reports. 


(c) They would advocate the employ- 
ment of official architects or panels of 
private architects where surveyors, engin- 
eers or other non-architects are doing 
architectural work now. 

(d) They would advocate the setting up 
of panels of private architects, quantity 
surveyors and consultants as against the 
temporary inflation of official staffs. 


(e) They would publicise architecture 
much more effectively than the issuing of 
RIBA * hand-outs.” 

The criticism of architects serving on 
county councils, borough councils and 
other public bodies has always been that 
the practice of architecture is always such 
a * personal affair’ and that time cannot 
be spared away from the practice. 

The answer to this is that members of 
other professions such as doctors, bar- 
risters, engineers and solicitors can be 
found amongst the aldermen and council- 
lors, So why not architects? The nomina- 
tions for these elections take place shortly.

Craftsmanship and Building 
Education To-day 


To the Editor of The Builder 


MIR, Building educationists have 

been coming in for quite a lot of 
criticism just lately in the architectural 
Press. The Board of Building Education's 
recent report has been criticised at length 
under the caption * The Muddle of Build- 
ing Education,’ and the craft exhibition 
at the last Building Exhibition was held 
to be so traditional as to be unworthy of 
a visit from architect visitors to the 
exhibition. 


From my own reading of the Board 
of Building Education’s report I would 
rather leave it to a member of the Board 
to answer the criticisms concerning the 
report. I cannot. But although I have 
written to the journal concerned to add 
my support to the building craftsman’s 
point of view I am left with the uneasy 
feeling that we building educationists 
might possibly be looking over our 
shoulders rather too much in our craft 
education when we ought to be looking 
forward. I must confess that I am a little 
worried when the technical editor of a 
responsible architectural journal writes 
to the effect that * building educationists 
seem not to measure their curricula by 
the actual needs of the industry, but to 
devote too much of the energies of their 
students to making superlatively well 
what most of them will never be called 
upon to make again’ and * When the 
craft institutes begin to train. their 
students to make the parts of good 
modern buildings we will gladly direct 
architects to their stands.’

If we are satisfied that this is not mere 
churlishness or ignorance on the part of 
the architects, and-I personally consider 
that it is not, what is the honest answer 
to this? We can say that there’s no 
high degree of craft skill to be taught 
in using timber connectors instead of 
wood joints, or in fixing prefabricated 
exposed aggregate panels instead of con- 
ventiona] facing brick, or jointing copper 
pipes with compression or capillary joints 
instead of wiped solder joints in lead 
pipe. We can say that the building of 
a Venetian arch in red rubber bricks or 
a geometrically curved staircase in hard- 
wood are necessary mediums in_ the 
exercise of the co-ordination of mind 
and muscle so essential to any building 
craft process, whether it be traditional 
work or ‘a part of a good modern build- 
ing.” 

We can say that the old traditional 
things, the intricately bonded thick wall, 
the richly moulded cornice, the laced 
valley, the beautiful beaten lead hopper 
head, etc., will all come back again, or 
at any rate that our craftsmen must be 
skilled in this kind of work in order that 
they can maintain existing high-class 
buildings and occasionally produce the 
traditional piece for the odd ‘one off’ 
job required by the traditionally minded 
client or architect. 

All this, I think, is shilly-shallying. 
There is a nettle here which we must 
grasp. We must ask ourselves whether, 
in 20 years from now, our building 
craftsmen as we now know them will 
become as scarce as blacksmiths or 
thatchers are today, and at the same 
time we must ask ourselves if buildings 
in 1978 will demand a high degree of 
a new type of craftsmanship, or whether 
we shall see a development of the present 
trend—at present kept in check by what 
some would call restrictive practices 
towards gangs of * fixers” and * erectors.’ 

These forebodings coming from a 
one-time craftsman may be treated as 
sheer heresy: but with great sincerity 
I would like to think that the existing 
high standards in building will never 
decline. Yet, when one looks at the 
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simple lines of contemporary design with 
such a marked trend towards precast, 
prefabricated components, it is difficult to 
visualise just how the future craftsman 
will fit in. 

How he will fit in is something which 
we must all consider with courageous 
realism rather than traditional sentiment.

All-electric Houses 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR, —May I refer to your article (your 
issue of February 14) on all-electric 
houses in NW England. We have been 
building these electrically floor heated 
houses for the last 12 months and have 14 
complete with a further 194 under con- 
struction or proposed on sites in Man- 
chester and Gatley. Most of the detached 
houses have the Ferranti heat pump 
installed in addition to the floor heating. 
However, we have met with one serious 
setback. The Building Societies in general 
are not progress-minded, and so far we have 
had great difficulty in obtaining mortgages 
for houses unless we install a traditional 
fireplace in the lounge, this in spite of the 
fact that, with our system, a 2 kW fire is all 
that is necessary to top up the 65 deg. room 
heat, as and when required, should outside 
temperatures fall below 35 deg. 


This requirement defeats the entire object 
of clean heating and air pollution, the cost 
of a flue being a waste of money that could 
be better spent on double-glazing, so neces- 
sary with large modern picture windows and 
low-temperature large area heating. 

We sincerely hope, with backing of 
journals like The Builder, that Building 
Societies and their surveyors will take a more 
enlightened view and ease their mortgage 
restrictions.

Winners’ Report 


1. Mausoleum: The problem of provid- 
ing a suitable memorial for Mohammed 
Ali Jinnah seems to us to be more in the 
nature of a challenge to the imagination, 
faith and sense of scale and appropriateness 
of an architect rather than a mere require- 
ment to be provided for in the conven- 
tional way. From the beginning, our work 
on this project has been motivated by the 
belief that the solution to the problem 
would be an idea, an idea which by its 
scale, simplicity and dominating form 
would express the stature, faith and 
strength of this very great leader. We 
believed, at the outset, that this idea, when 
it came, would appear as a fully developed 
architectural conception, rather than the 
product of a long process of analysis. 
In so far as we believed this, we believed 
that the answer we were looking for would 
be the result of personal inspiration rather 
than collective designing. This proved to 
be the case, and the solution we are now 
submitting to the jury represents our 
finally developed basic idea. We believe 
that if this idea has any validity at all it 
will be recognised by the jury without a 
detailed justification in this report. 


In this belief we are confining our descrip- 
tion to basic principles and materials. The 
site platform contains a sarcophagus of 
Mohammed Ali Jinnah and the remains of 
Mr. Liagat Ali Khan. The Mausoleum 
consists of a canopy composed of six concrete 
parabolic paraboloid forms laid out around a 
hexagonal plan. The core of the plan is the 
sarcophagus which has a series of concentric 
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hexagonal rings radiating from it in a descend- 
ing series of levels. Thus the platform is cut 
back from its lowest level to form terraces 
and pools leading up to the climax of the 
inner rings. The inner rings consist of 
hexagonal marble slabs contained within 
coloured anodised aluminium grilles (on outer 
and inner ring), the whole being circumscribed 
by the topmost level pool. The six parabolic 
paraboloids are supported on large triangular- 
shaped abutments, four of which are contained 
within high level pools, and two within low 
level pools; the latter pools receiving the falling 
water from the circumscribing topmost pools. 


Water has been arranged as an important 
element in this composition of levels, and is 
carried out from the centre to the Special 
Entrance to the south, where it is envisaged as 
a long approach trough from the new proposed 
road, and as a _ trough connecting the 
Mausoleum to the new Mosque, the western 
end of which contains the Minaret. This 
Special Entrance is intended as a formal 
approach starting at level 61.00 along stepping 
stones set in the ascending tank of water, 
ultimately rising by way of steps to the 
hexagonal platform at level 76.50. This 
platform gives on to a bridge which carries 
the visitor at high level into the screened core 
of the Mausoleum. The main entrance to the 
Mausoleum is to the north from the existing 
54.00 level up a series of stepped platforms 
which lead directly into the Mausoleum. 


Further access to the Mausoleum is from 
the informal diagonal path (ultimate level 
66.00) and running under the bridge (level 
76.50), and from the path from the high 
ground to the north-east. Both these secondary 
paths are conceived as being mainly direct 
access to the grave of Qaide Millat, situated 
beneath the south-east parabolic paraboloid 
section. Further access to this grave is from 
the 67.50 level at the main entrance. Con- 
struction of the parabolic paraboloid canopy 
is 24 in. of concrete, reinforced throughout by 
mesh and rods at the edges. External finish 
is gold mosaic tiles laid on a screed. Internal 
finish is shuttered concrete. The floor finish 
within the top circumscribing pool is of 
marble; outside the pool the finish is of stone. 
Terrace, retaining and screen walls and outside 
facings to pool walls are of stone. 

2. Site: The development of the site has 
been controlled by the siting form of the 
Mausoleum and the functions of the subsidiary 
buildings in the programme. Broadly speaking, 
it is envisaged that the site will be divided into 
three main areas by the Mausoleum and its 
approaches. 

(1) The area to the north at level 54.00, 
which it is intended to level consistently at 
approximately 8 ft. below 61.00 (the datum 
level of the Mausoleum platform). This area 
forms the main entrance court giving on to 
the primary car park, shops, restaurant, post 
office and lavatories for men and women 
contained under the overhanging northern 
path to the trough of water connecting the 
Mausoleum to the Mosque. The police station 
and guard house are also. adjacent to this 
entrance court. From the entrance court runs 
the diagonal main approach to the Mosque 
which is on the access to the Minaret and 
ascends to the Mosque by spiral steps around 
the Minaret. The Mosque is placed on the 
West hill together with the oriental school 
and library, access to which is through the 
courtyard to the Mosque. Accommodation 
for Imams and caretaker is provided at level 
54.00 beneath the library. 

(2) The area to the east, which is considered 
as gardens for the Qaide Millat grave. The 
grave is expressed by a series of levels ascending 
from these gardens and connected to the 
alternative approaches mentioned above. 


(3) The area to the south-west is considered 
as gardens for the Qaide Azam.

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HESE three small residential units are the first to be completed 
in this area. 

The requirement was for dwellings at a reasonable cost to 
house a proportion of the larger families who would live in the 
district. For this reason no high building was attempted, the 
layouts being planned at medium densities with two-storey 
terrace houses and three-storey blocks of flats. On sites like 
these, parts of which were being built over for the third time, 
underground works and foundations form a large element in 
the total cost, especially when, as here, the buildings are low 
and site coverage high. 

There were many existing cellars, not revealed when the 
survey was prepared, and a series of old wells were uncovered 
by digging for foundations, often at depths of 6 ft. or more 
below the existing ground level. Under such conditions, and 
especially as no subsidy for tall buildings was obtainable, the 
decision was taken to build on existing street blocks, re-using as far 
as possible the existing perimeter roads and underground services.

Unit 201. This site, adjoining an area of pre-war Cor- 
poration housing, covers a single street block to the north- 
east of Ladywood-road, which here forms a part of the 
City’s future Intermediate Ring Road. The building line 
on this frontage has been set back some 80 ft. behind the 
existing footpath, and Rawlins-street converted into a 
service cul-de-sac with footpath access from this end 
of the site. This leaves a nett residential area of 2.67 acres 
which is developed with two rows of terrace houses, and 
three blocks of flats to provide 61 three-bedroom dwellings 
at a density of 22.84 dwellings and 91.38 habitable rooms 
per acre. 

The main buildings are laid out on a Greek key pattern, 
all but one block having street frontages, with entrances 
flanked by open grass plots and paved areas. The interior 
of the site is laid out with private gardens and a series of 
linked communal paved courts screened by blocks of 
tenants’ stores with end-recesses for dustbins. 

Eight communal drying areas, surrounded by dwarf 
walls, a children’s play area and five garages are included 
in the scheme for which the contract sum was £95,490. 
This figure includes the cost of landscaping, comprising 
dwarf boundary walls, grassed or paved forecourts, 
patterned brick screen walls masking the stores from the 
street, tubular steel and weldmesh fencing and gates to 
the courts, bollards, tree planting and a variety of court- 


yard paving treatments with cobbles, setts, sand-rubbed 
and white-chip-dressed asphalt and with plain and 
coloured concrete flags, including some areas laid in panels 
with coloured in-situ concrete strip surrounds. For this 
unit the average all-in cost per dwelling was £1,902, while 
the approved estimate for roads and sewers worked out at 
£50 per dwelling. 

Units 202/3. While these two units are in fact a single 
design, they were built simultaneously by, different con- 
tractors. 

The general layout and treatment is similar to Unit 201, 
except that, as part of this project, a new road had to be 
provided along the south-east boundary linking Sheepcote- 
street with the proposed new road for service deliveries 
to the Commercial Zone between here and Five Ways. As 
a result, that part of Essington-street which divides the 
two units became redundant and could be treated as a 
pedestrian way. 

Unit 202 with a nett residential area of 3.53 acres, 
contains 24 houses in three terraces and five blocks of 
flats providing, together, 72 three-bedroom dwellings at a 
nett residential density of 20.4 dwellings and 81.58 habit- 
able rooms per acre. 

The site is long and narrow with the layout planned

planted at intervals with trees enclosed by dwarf 
walls of Cotswold stone. 

Owing to the number of houses with private 
gardens, communal open spaces in this unit are 
relatively small. One considerable open space 
has, however, been created adjacent to the 
pedestrian way in Essington-street. This provides 
a visual link between the two units and a lawn 
and equipped playground for the benefit of the 
tenants in both. 

The contract sum for Unit 202 including land- 
scaping and site works was £110,614, and the 
average all-in cost per dwelling £1,883. 

No new main sewers had to be provided and 
the cost of road works amounted to only £31 per 
dwelling. 

Unit 203 contains only flats. It has a nett 
residential density of 1.50 acres, and is developed 
with 36 three-bedroom dwellings at a _ nett 
density of 24 dwellings or 96 habitable rooms per 
acre. The contract figure, excluding 12 garages to 
be built at a later date, was £53,560, the average 
all-in cost per dwelling £1,890, and the estimated 
cost of road works and sewers (including the 
whole of the new length of road) amounted to

Berlin Congress

delegates from Britain to attend. 


Arrangements have been made for the 
simultaneous translation of all discus- 
sions in the four official Congress 
languages, which are English, French, 
German and Spanish. 

In addition to the technical sessions, 
which will take place in the Benjamin 
Franklin Memorial Hall, delegates will 
have the opportunity of visiting a num- 
ber of outstanding structures which are 
in course of construction in the vicinity 
of Berlin. Special arrangements will be 
made for those who wish to visit the 
buildings constructed as part of the 
Interbau Exhibition. 

Arrangements are also being made for 
one party to travel to Berlin via Brussels 
in order to visit the 1958 Universal and 
International Exhibition. This party will 
spend the first two days in Brussels and, 
in addition to visiting the exhibition, 
members will be given the opportunity 
to inspect the extensive urban road 
developments which have been taking 
place.

Health Congress, Eastbourne 


Tue Royal Society of Health is to hold 
its Annual Congress at Eastbourne from 
April 28 to May 2. It will be formally 
opened by the Minister of Health, Mr. 
Derek C. Walker-Smith, Qc, MP. 


Some 3,000 delegates are expected to 
attend, including representatives of 
Government Departments, local authori- 
ties and overseas countries. This year’s 
Congress will be for five instead of the 
usual four days, and will include a section 
covering estate management. 


Apart from the business sessions, which 
will comprise 16 different conferences and 
sections, there will be a special overseas 
forum at which papers will be presented 
by delegates from outside the UK. 


The programme includes papers on 
‘Architectural Problems Relating to the 
Use of Ionizing Radiations, by Mr. 
G. W. Mullett, and ‘Planning and the 
Promotion of Good Taste,’ by Mr. D. B. 
Peace, ARIBA. These two lectures will 
take place on Tuesday, April 29. A 
conference for engineers and surveyors 
scheduled for Wednesday, April 30, in- 
cludes papers by Mr. B. A. J. Lister, on 
‘The Safe Disposal of Waste from 
Atomic Energy,’ and ‘ Roads, Health and 
Safety,” by Mr. E. A. Colley.

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Thames Helicopter Station 


APPROVAL for the construction of a 
helicopter station for the general use of 
private firms is being sought from the 
various authorities by Westland Aircraft 
who are building single-engined and twin- 
engined helicopters. The station would 
be sited in central London and consist of 
a small landing platform over the Thames 
and connected to an aircraft parking area 
on the river bank. 

Announcing this on February 28, the 
company said that the aim of the project 
was to provide an immediate, though 
only temporary, solution to the problem 
of operating helicopters from central 
London. They felt that, because of the 
difficulties presented to the authorities by 
what would be generally regarded as an 
experimental venture at a time of great 
financial stringency, the cost and responsi- 
bility for the project should be borne 
initially by private enterprise. No profits 
could be expected and facilities should be 
made available to all operators.

We have been led to these 
remarks by hearing that the Marquis of 
Chandos has had the electric telegraph 
passed over rocks and water-courses from 
Bichester railway-station to the study of 
Wotton House, and no doubt this plan 
wil] meet with many imitators. 


RICS 
Annual Dinner 


(THE annual dinner of the Royal Insti- 

tution of Chartered Surveyors was 
held at Grosvenor House, W1, on Tues- 
day evening (March 4) with the President, 
Mr. W. M. Balch, in the chair. 

As was fitting with the Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, Mr. 
John Hare, as the Royal Institution's 
chief guest, the speeches were devoted 
almost exclusively to the subject of farms 
and farming. 

Mr. Hare, who proposed the toast of 
the RICS, referred to the publication that 
day of the new Agriculture Bill, which 
embodied the Government's policy on 
agriculture. ‘ We have decided to get rid 
altogether of the powers of supervision 
and dispossession of farmers,’ said Mr. 
Hare. . 


‘What we need to do is to get over to 
tens of thousands of farmers knowledge 
of the new developments in all fields’ of 
the farming industry. Persuasion and 
advice will accomplish a hundred times 
more than anything we can get from these 
punitive measures which remain on the 
statute book and, with very few excep- 
tions, have hardly been used at all in 
recent years.” 

On the future of landlord/tenant rela- 
tions, the Minister said that there were 
circumstances in which it was right that 
a landowner should get possession, so that 
the fullest use could be made of the land. 
The problem was to define just what 
those circumstances should be. He was 
particularly glad that the National 
Farmers’ Union and the Country Land- 
owners’ Association ‘had been able to 
agree on exactly what those changes 
ought to be. 

THE PRESIDENT, who responded, said 
he was sure that all present welcomed the 
ending of the penal provisions to which 
the Minister had referred; the Govern- 
ment were very wise to sweep away this 
wraith of the war. He was very disturbed 
to observe the growing antagonism to the 
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agricultural support prices, and he rec. |- 
led the plight of agriculture before ‘.¢ 
war compared with the thriving count: y- 
side of today. fap 

On the land and the buildings on it, 
Mr. Balch continued, the RICS couid 
claim to talk as experts. The aspect of 
the contribution of rents was something 
that needed to be thought about. Lard 
was a singularly worthless thing uniil 
money and labour had been spent upon 
it.

THE New ScHoo.. By A. Roth. (Zurich: 
Verlag Girsberger.) Price 36 fr. (Swiss). 
FOR architects engaged in the erection 

of school buildings it is always inter- 
esting to see how similar preblems are 
tackled in other countries, even if, in this 
book, these are mainly confined to the 
United States of America and Western 
Europe. This is a second and larger edition 
of a previous work, which more than 
justifies the reputation of its Swiss pub- 
lishers by the: quality of production and 
layout of photographs. 

The subject is treated comprehensively, 
from basic pedagogical principles, through 
the setting of the school in the town plan, 
the various technical aspects of lighting, 
ventilation, heating, etc., right down to the 
importance of such details as cups and 
saucers in the daily environment of the 
child. 

But to the specialist reader, this very 
comprehensiveness is a limitation, for it is 
impossible within the compress of a book 
of reasonable size—it is written in English, 
German and French—to do full justice to 
some of the most important aspects. In 
particular, to English readers, the factor of 
cost, which has had such a great influence 
on post-war school building in this country, 
is hardly mentioned, and the lavishness of 
some of the samples would make our 
mouths water. 

It is interesting to see how the samples 
demonstrate a healthy regionalism in 
modern architecture, even within the com- 
press of the building-type, which belies the 
oft-repeated contention of some that the 
international style is the same the world 
ver. 

This book is aimed not only at architects 
and builders but also at town-planners, 
sociologists, teachers and public authori- 
ties. It will serve as an excellent broad 
survey of the subject to the latter class 
of reader, but to the architect it must 
be regarded more as an interesting picture- 
book.

MERTHYR, RHONDDA AND ‘ THE VALLEYS.’ 
By A. Trystan Edwards. (London: 
Robert Hale Limited.) Price 18s. net. 


[' is many years since Mr. Trystan 

Edwards began to enlighten and enter- 
‘ain us with his writings. One recalls with 
pleasure his early works such as ‘The 
Things Which are Seen’ and ‘Good and 
Bad Manners in Architecture,’ with their 
fresh approach to visual aesthetics; or 
Three Rows of Tape,’ 
estimony to the virtues of lower-deck life 
n the Navy. Later there was his ardent 
idvocacy of ‘100 New Towns in Britain,’ 
vhich did much to stimulate the New 
Towns movement. In his latest book Mr. 
Edwards takes on the réle of topographical, 
ocial and industrial historian of a famous 
egion of South Wales with which he is 
‘pecially qualified to deal, having been born 





that remarkable . 


in Merthyr Tydfil and, after spending about 
half of his adult life in London, being now 
resident there. 


In seven principal chapters, with the aid 
of some well-selected quotations from a 
variety of sources, he builds up a compre- 
hensive and convincing picture of the 
growth and life of this great industrial area 
from the early years of the Industrial 
Revolution to the present day. The story 
in its early stages is dominated by the 
‘Iron Kings "—Bacon, Homfray, Hill, the 
Crawshays, the Guests and others—who 
exploited the region’s minerals to make for- 
tunes for themselves and their heirs, to 
provide employment for a growing popula- 
tion, to build up the seaport and city of 
Cardiff, and to help to establish the indus- 
trial supremacy of Great Britain. Later 
the industrialisation of the area was to 
continue apace with the exploitation of the 
great Rhondda Valley coalfield. The story 
is one of alternating prosperity and depres- 
sion, of conflict between employers and 
workers, of unemployment and human 
suffering, but also one of persistent efforts, 
local and national, towards industrial peace, 
secure employment, better education and 
social well-being. 

Here, as elsewhere in Britain, industry 
has left many disfigurements on the land- 
scape. George Borrow, writing in the 
‘fifties of last century, in a graphic passage 
in ‘Wild Wales’ (not quoted by Mr. 
Edwards), describes how on his approach 
to Merthyr Tydfil at nightfall he saw a 
‘glowing mountain,’ by the light of which 
he could ‘distinctly see the little stones 
upon the road.’ ‘Dross from the iron 
forges, sir,’ was the obliging explanation of 
one of the inhabitants. 


Borrow, who visited and was both im- 
pressed and depressed by the (now ruined) 
Cyfartha Ironworks, does not say whether 
he saw Cyfartha Castle, the great castellated 
mansion built in 1825 by William Crawshay 
from the designs of Robert Lugar. It is 
still there. having been acquired by the 
Merthyr Corporation in 1910 for use as a 
Municipal Museum and Art Gallery. Mr. 
Edwards includes an excellent photograph 
of it, as well as many other views showing 
not only the effect of industrialisation on 
the region but also some of its magnificent 
unspoiled mountain scenery; also a few of 
its more notable architectural features, 
including the famous ‘New Bridge’ at 
Pontypridd, designed by William Edwards 
in 1755. There is also an excellent map of 
the region, drawn by A. E. Taylor. 


In one of his later chapters Mr. Edwards 
returns to the New Towns theme and sug- 
gests that the construction of a new road 
system in central and North Wales would 
justify the building of a. number of New 
Towns and atomic power stations there. 
These New Towns, he suggests, might be 
populated by the return of the half-million 
or so Welshmen who migrated to England 
during the inter-war period of industrial 
depression. Would such a re-transfer be 
practicable and, if so, would the Welsh folk 
be willing to go? 

Mr. Edwards has written a valuable and 
stimulating book, which is likely to be read 
with as much interest in England as in Wales.

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HOUSING FOR SPECIAL 
NEEDS 


A Paper at the RICS 


N presenting a paper entitled * Housing 
for Special Needs,’ at a meeting of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
held on February 20 at 12, Great George- 
street, SWI, Mr. P. L. Leicu-Breese, CBE, 
said: ‘One sometimes wonders whether 
sufficient thought and care is given to the 
actual placing of certain categories of 
applicant. There is certainly a very good 
psychological effect in housing some police- 
men on an ordinary housing estate; and in 
large estates, whether houses or flats, the 
resident staff can learn much and get occa- 
sional emergency assistance from knowing 
tenants employed as water board inspectors, 
electricians, gas fitters, plumbers and 
carpenters.” 


In concluding he posed these questions. 

(1) Are we planning to build sufficient 
homes for the aged and all those whose 
needs are other than the normal ones? 

(2) Are all the available agencies (local 
authorities, private enterprise, housing asso- 
ciations, development corporations, etc.) 
being used to the best advantage? 


(3) Do the standards of the 1949 Housing 
Manual and of the 1951 Supplement ‘ Hous- 
ing for Special Purposes’ require review, in 
the light of further experience since they 
were produced? 


(4) Do we pay sufficient attention to the 
relationship between landlord and tenant— 
for instance, do tenants expect too much 
and do landlords give too little?

are about to embark on fixed 

price tendering and it has been 
heralded in as if it were some wonderful 
concession by those tendering. I would 
remind everybody that this is not a new 
method which has sprung up overnight 
requiring panicky pamphlets about its 
implications, but a thing which has been 
known, understood and honoured over 
many generations. 

Now we are being told of its pitfalls, 
and we are almost threatened with the 
strictest disciplinary methods if we do 
not comply with rules and regulations 
like automatons. 

The client is in for a pretty bad time. 
He must not change his mind on pain of 
cruel monetary extortions for variations, 
and the architect must keep him within 
bounds—almost of subjection. I often 
wonder what builders would do without 
the clients whom the architect produces. 
Be that as it may, the client is an animal 
to be tamed into subjection, whilst the 








architect must work with mechanical per- 
fection, since the builder will disclaim all 
responsibility for errors. 

1 wonder where this idea came from 
that clients may not change their minds. 
It is trying when they do, but neverthe- 
less they do, and they are sometimes 
quite lovable people whom one would 
like to please. Some of the best archi- 
tects, too, have been known to have quite 
good second thoughts, but this also is 
taboo in our post-war world. They must 
have all their drawings completed before 
the work commences, and changes after 
that must be paid for. 

I can truthfully say that I have con- 
sistently supplied builders with all their 
drawings and instructions on sub- 
contracts at the commencement of the 
contract on all my post-war jobs, at no 
small physical’ and mental effort. But 
have I found that the builders order all 
their material and have it on the site 
before starting work? No: quite a big 
No. Like Mr. Micawber, they wait for 
things to turn up throughout the job. 

Now let us stop this bickering and see 
if we cannot get together a bit more. 
We want a little more interest from the 
p — interest which results in personal 


attention from people with personal 
knowledge of building, since building is 
a serious business. Let us have a few 
less boards of directors and financiers, 
and when architects and contractors find 
themselves possessed of so much money 
that they become absorbed in the more 
lordly pursuits and pastimes, then let 
them give up building and leave it to 
humbler creatures with feet on the 
ground and arms on the drawing board. 

Now that fixed price tendering has 
returned — and to stay I hope — let us 
see if we cannot use the opportunity to 
review our building world as we have 
come to know it since the war and 
recover the spirit of high purpose which 
we seem to have lost. 


PUBLIC INQUIRIES 
New Procedure Outlined 


CHANGES in procedure for inquiries into 
compulsory purchase orders, slum clearance 
orders and planning appeals are announced 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in a circular to local authorities 
(No. 9/58). The changes are among those 
suggested by the Franks Committee on 
Administrative Tribunals and Enquiries, 
which reported last July (Cmd. 218), and 
are directed at reinforcing the three 
characteristics on which the Committee laid 
stress—openness, fairness and impartiality. 

The main changes are as follows: 

(a) Local authorities proposing to buy 
land compulsorily are asked to let people 
affected have, as early as possible, a 
written statement explaining clearly 
why compulsory purchase is necessary. 
Authorities are also asked to supply in 
good time before an inquiry into a plan- 
ning appeal a full statement of their 
reasons for refusing permission. 

(b) Civil servants will attend inquiries to 
give evidence where a Government depart- 
ment has expressed positive views which 
form part of the local authority’s case. 
They will be liable to cross-examination 
on questions of fact and expert opinion, 
but not on questions of Ministerial policy. 

(c) The letter giving the Minister’s 
reasoned decision will also state the 
Inspector’s recommendation. Copies of 
the Inspector’s report will be supplied on 
request to the local authorities and to the 
appellants or objectors. 

The arrangements for supplying copies of 
inspectors’ reports, and the other changes 
which are the Minister’s direct concern, will 
apply to all inquiries held as from February 
27. Local authorities are asked to put any 
necessary changes in their procedure into 
effect as quickly as possible. 


RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS 
Selsdon Court Application Granted 


AN APPLICATION for the modification of 
restrictive covenants made in 1927 was 
granted at the Lands Tribunal on February 


27, so that now flats can be built on the site . 


of Selsdon Court Hotel which was gutted by 
enemy action during the war. 

The covenants restricted development on 
the 34-acre site to detached, or semi-detached 
private houses. Permission to build houses 
on the site was refused by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government after a 
public inquiry. At the time he intimated 
there would be no objection to flats. 
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REDCAR EXHIBITION 


Emphasis on Education and 
Training 

A SPECIAL exhibition, to be held at 

Redcar from March 17 to 22, aims to 
promote interest in building education 
generally and the careers it offers, with 
special attention to the training facilities in 
the North East of England. The exhibition 
will also give local builders a chance to see 
how research and development are being 
applied to modern building in a worth-while 
way, and the latest developments in mater- 
jials, equipment, tools and plant. 

Craftsmanship will be encouraged by 
inter-college competitions in several crafts 
open to apprentices under 18 years old, and 
between 18 and 21. A number of technical 
colleges in the North East are expected to 
take part. 

Sponsored by Cleveland Technical Col- 
lege, Redcar—where it will be open to the 
public—and by the Ministry of Works and 
the building industry itself, the exhibition 
will be opened by Mr. Stephen Hudson, 
CBE, chairman of the National Joint Coun- 
cil for the Building Industry. 

It is apt that the exhibition should be held 
at the college, which was built by North 
Riding Education Committee to meet the 
growing needs of Tees-side and Cleveland 
industries. A building department at the 
college was opened only last September in 
charge of Mr. W. W. Gale under the college 
principal, Mr. J. Dunning. There will be 
extra accommodation in the department at 
the beginning of the September session. 

County Alderman J. Fletcher, Redcar, is 
chairman of a committee helping to run the 
exhibition with representatives from the 
building and allied trades employers’ and 
operatives’ organisations, the building pro- 
fessions, Redcar Municipal Borough, the 
Electricity and Gas Boards, North Riding 
Education Committee, the technical college 
and the Ministry of Works.

Annual Dinner and Dance 


SHEFFIELD, South Yorkshire and District 
Society of Architects and Surveyors held 
their annual dinner-dance in Sheffield on 
February 27. 

The toast of ‘The Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Allied Societies’ 
was proposed by the Lord Mayor of 
Sheffield, ALDERMAN A. BALLARD, who sai¢ 
that although they could not have a city 
like Bath or colleges like Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in the development of Sheffield, yet 
there were great possibilities.

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PLASTERING IN THE 
UNITED STATES 


New Techniques Studied by 
NFPC Team 


From a Correspondent 


T is a healthy sign that the British 
building industry should continue to 
show keen interest in the techniques and 
practices of the constructional industry in 
the United States. The visit of the Anglo- 
American Productivity Team in 1949 was 
followed by the visit of the Federation of 
Registered House-Builders in 1955 and, last 
year, by a team of members of the National 
Federation of Plastering Contractors, led by 
the then president, Mr. A. C. V. Telling, of 
Bristol. The team’s report* has now been 
issued by the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, to which the 
National Federation of Plastering Contrac- 
tors is affiliated. 


The team visited New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and Washington, and in each city they 
received a warm welcome from the local 
associations and members of the Contract- 
ing Plasterers’ International Association. 
The report, which is concisely phrased and 
pleasantly illustrated, deals with plastering 
tools, plant and materials, labour relations 
and apprenticeship, productivity and the 
economic outlook for the American plaster- 
ing industry in the light of the trend 
towards dry construction and prefabrication. 

The team makes a number of recom- 
mendations which are of interest not only 
to the British plastering industry but also 
to manufacturers of plastering materials, to 
employers and operatives in the building 
industry and to the architectural profession. 

The report points out that, although 
wages in America are four to five times 
greater than in England, the cost of plaster- 
ing work is only two to three times more. 
One of the chief reasons for the relatively 
lower final cost is, in the team’s opinion, 
the fact that, generally speaking, the 
American plastering contractor has uninter- 
rupted access to his work. 

The team calls attention to ‘The urgent 
need to improve the planning of building 
operations so that plastering sub-con- 
tractors can be assured of definite starting 
dates on which they can commence and are 
allowed to carry out their work unimpeded 
by other trades. The team is convinced 
that the greater efficiency thus secured 
would enable the plastering contractor's 
overheads to be curtailed, reduce his wasted 
man-hours to a minimum, allow him to 
economise on hire-charges for plant and 
result in lower tenders.’ 

The other main reason is the higher pro- 
ductivity of the American plastering labour 
force, which is due partly to the greater 
use of mechanical appliances and partly to 
the sustained effort which the men put into 
their work, uninterrupted by tea breaks and 
using every minute of the shorter working 
day by strict punctuality. 

Attention is called to the part played by 
the American plastering unions in raising 
productivitey by insisting that all their mem-

bers should give satisfactory output and 
workmanship of a good standard, 

The team was particularly impressed with 
the growing use of expanded metal lathing 
and vermiculite plaster in place of concrete 
for encasing steelwork as a means of fire 
protection in all kinds of buildings. This 
method, which the team describe as speedy, 
cheap and effective, is stated to provide a 
higher measure of fire protection than 
greater thicknesses of concrete.

BUILDERS’ TRANSPORT 
AND THE LAW 


Licensing of Dumpers and 
Concrete Mixers 


By a Transport Correspondent 


Two recent Court cases involving 
motor vehicles operated by builders 

have drawn attention to points which 

may be of interest to readers generally. 

Whether a dumper is or is not a 
‘motor vehicle’ was the matter in dispute 
in one instance. A firm of builders 
admitted permitting a  diesel-engined 
dumper to be used on a public road with- 
out an excise licence, and employing a 
driver who did not hold a driving licence, 
but contended that such licences were 
unnecessary as the dumper was not a 
motor vehicle as defined by the Road 
Traffic Act, 1930. 

The defence was not upheld by the 
stipendiary magistrate who, giving a 
reserved judgment, said that the dumper 
possessed all the essential features of 
a motor car, including an engine, pneu- 
matic-tyred wheels, forward and reverse 
gears and a steering wheel, and fitted the 
description of a motor vehicle at least as 
well as a road roller or other ‘ off-road’ 
vehicle. He therefore ruled that the 
dumper must be treated as a motor 
vehicle for taxation and other purposes. 

Doubts regarding the licensing position 
when a concrete mixer is towed by a 
moter vehicle were mentioned in another 
case, when a contractor was fined for 
using a utility car to tow a trailer- 
mounted concrete mixer without pay- 
ment of additional tax. 

It should be made clear that Excise and 
Finance Act provisions regarding the 
towing of trailers apply to plant of this 
description: they may be towed by a 
private car at no additional cost, but 
extra tax is payable if they are drawn by 
a goods vehicle. In this connection, a 
dual-purpose vehicle of the utility car or 
shooting brake type—adapted for carry- 
ing either goods or passengers—is classi- 
fied as a goods vehicle. 


Parking Regulations 


Of more general interest to truck and 
van users have been a number of cases 
showing that misconceptions exist about 
the circumstances in which such vehicles 
may be parked at night without lights. 

The concession which permits the all- 
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night parking of vehicles without lights, 
or with parking lights only, in specified 
districts, including the Metropolitan 
Police area, applies in general only to 
private cars and light commercial 
vehicles—that is, those of less than two 
tons unladen weight. Heavier goods 
vehicles, and any vehicle with a project- 
ing or overhanging load, must carry the 
full obligatory lighting. 


LMBA 


President’s Warning of ‘ Thin 
Time Ahead’ 


[8 an address to the North-West Area 

in Harrow this week, the president of 
the LMBA, Mr. N. S. Farrow, said that 
they met at a time when the outlook for 
building was not of the brightest, and they 
might as well face that as a fact. For the 
next few months, it might be for very much 
longer, they were in for a thin time, with 
less work being put in hand by the Govern- 
ment and the local authorities, and with the 
private building owner, be he a great in- 
dustrial or commercial concern or merely 
the humble seeker after a house, standing on 
the side lines and waiting for the Bank rate 
to be reduced and other credit restrictions 
to be modified. 

At least they had got one consolation. 
The Bank rate could not always remain at 
7 per cent. The Government itself had to 
pay too much on its borrowings to keep it 
longer at that figure than it thought neces- 
sary for budgetary reasons. 

‘Our other consolation,’ said Mr. Farrow,,. 
‘is that ultimately building must be re- 
sumed. Like agriculture, it is vital to the 
life of the nation. 

‘My chief fear is that the present situa- 
tion, although only temporary, may last long 
enough to restrict, if not destroy, the main 
training schemes on which we have em- 
barked since the war: schemes which con- 
cern apprentices, pupils, students; foremen; 
managers—everyone, in fact, who wants to 
make a career for himself in building. 

* That danger is not immediate, but if the 
credit squeeze, as it is called, goes on long 
enough it might seriously upset our indus- 
try’s economy. 

*So I think it is not untimely nor imperti- 
nent,” he continued, ‘ to give a “ have a care” 
warning to the Government. Economy is a 
fine thing. But economy which threatens 
seriously to set back one of eur greatest 
industries may be dearly bought at a price 
which leaves that industry with but the 
shattered fragments of its training schemes 
to which to return, and that at a time when 
the demand for highly trained technicians 
is one of the country’s greatest needs. 

‘Of course, there is one obvious danger 
in this. The situation is serious, but we 
must make certain that we do not start cry- 
ing before we are really hurt. As far as 
London is concerned, there is less new work 
coming along, but there is still a good deal 
in hand, except perhaps in house-building, 
to keep us busy for quite some little time 
ahead. We are not, in my view, heading 
for a slump, and while pointing out the 
potential dangers ahead, for they are real, 
we have to be very careful not to talk our- 
selves into a slump.’

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PROVISION 
FOR OVERSPILL 


Birmingham and Hull 


"THE possibility of the Northampton 
town of Corby receiving Birmingham 
overspill was discussed by a deputation 
from the Birmingham City Council and the 
Corby Development Corporation on 
February 19. During a four-hour visit the 
deputation, headed by ALpERMAN W. T. 
Bowen, chairman of the city council’s Over- 
spill Committee, saw industrial sites and 
housing estates. They were shown round 
by the Development Corporation’s general 
manager, Mr. R. F. Brooks Grundy. 

Alderman Bowen said afterwards that the 
talks had been purely exploratory, *‘ but my 
personal reaction was very favourable,’ he 
added. He had been impressed by the 
variety of Corby’s housing pattern and also 
the facilities for new industry. 

Corby is scheduled to grow from its pre- 
sent 30,000 population to 40,000 in the next 
four or five years, and its ultimate popula- 
tion with natural growth is estimated at 
55,000. There has recently been a cam- 
paign to obtain more industries to provide 
an alternative to the large iron and steel 
works which employs about 80 per cent. of 
Corby’s male workers. 


Industry First for Lincolnshire 


Taree Lincolnshire urban district coun- 
cils sent officials to Birmingham on 
February 17 to learn the conditions for 
attracting industrial overspill from the city. 
The Lincolnshire authorities are Bourne, 
Horncastle and Gainsborough. Birming- 
ham is anxious to export both surplus 
population and industry, but the Lincoln- 
shire authorities wish to attract work first 
to help solve their local labour problems. 
Birmingham is prepared to make a housing 
subsidy of £8 8s. a year for 10 years to 
any local authority prepared to build 
houses for overspill. There is no subsidy 
for industry. 

The Lincolnshire districts taking part in 
the talks have all made preliminary plans 
to house workers and make factory sites 
available if any light industry is prepared 
to move from Birmingham. Gainsborough 
has both redevelopment and slum clearance 
schemes in operation, and is planning part 
of its area for industrial development. 


Delegation to Birmingham 


LEomINSTER, the Herefordshire town of 
6,500 people, is interested in taking Bir- 
mingham overspill—and light industry. It 
is understood to be thinking in terms of 
building 600 to 1,000 houses. 

A 14-man delegation from the town and 
Herefordshire County Council held an 
exploratory meeting in Birmingham on 
February 18 to discuss possibilities. The 
party was headed by the chairman of the 
County Council, Mr. D. W. Hamlen- 
Williams, and the Mayor of Leominster, 
Councillor D. Rowland Jones. 

Afterwards, the chairman of the County 
Council and Alderman W. T. Bowen, chair- 
man of Birmingham Overspill Committee, 
made a joint statement. They said their 
meeting was ‘friendly and useful, and 
there was hope of complete agreement. 


40,000 for East Riding 

East Ripinc County Councit have 
approved a figure of 40,000 population 
overspill from Hull. 

The minutes of the Town and Country 
Planning Committee of the council show 
that, due to- Hull Corporation having diffi- 
culties in obtaining sufficient new land for 
their housing and slum clearance pro- 
gramme, and in view of the fact that th 
Corporation’s rate of house building ha 
fallen well below the 1,000 to 1,500 house 
a year envisaged in their plan, the Cor 
poration had requested the acceptance o 
the figure of 40,000. They had put for 
ward a figure of from 50,000 to 60, 
originally, but the Ministry of Housing h 
suggested 40,000, and this had _ bee 
accepted. 

It has been agreed that the most suitabfe 
site in the county near Hull for the purpoge 
of accommodating the overspill is in the 
area north of Sutton-road.

The meeting received and adopted the 
annual report of the management committee 
Setting out the steps which had been taken 
to relieve distress among ex-master builders 
and their dependants during the course of 
the preceding year. The annual accounts 
and balance sheet, showing that the institu- 
tion’s financial affairs were in a healthy 
condition, were also adopted.

DIRECT LABOUR 


Ministry’s Letter to 
Walthamstow Council 

















TPHE Ministry of Housing and Local 

Government have written to Wal- 
thamstow Borough Council drawing the 
Council’s attention to the importance of tak- 
ing all possible steps to assist in the stabilisa- 
tion and reduction of prices, including house 
building costs, and stating that it has long 
been the practice of Ministers responsible 
for housing that local authorities building 
houses by direct labour should, at appro- 
priate intervals, see that the estimates of 
their direct labour organisations are sub- 
mitted in competition with and on the same 
basis as the tenders of ordinary building 
firms. 

There are signs, states the Ministry's 
letter, that competition for housing con- 
tracts is becoming keener, and that some 
fall in market building prices may be ex- 
pected, and the Minister considered that now 
would be a. good time for authorities to 
make sure that their house building is being 
carried out in the most economic and 
efficient way possible. Accordingly when 
the Council next put forward a tender for 
house building by direct labour the Minister 
as a rule needs to be satisfied that the esti- 
mate submitted for loan sanction is the 
lowest price received by the Council after 
the contract has been offered for competi- 
tive tender. 

The Ministry realise, the letter adds, that 
this may present special difficulties in some 
cases, and they ask that the Council will 
notify them at any early date explaining the 
position. when the Minister will indicate 
whether he can agree that competitive 
tendering may be deferred until the next 
following contract. 

The letter was the subject of a report by 
the Reconstruction and Housing Committee 
to the Council at its meeting on Friday, 
February 28. 

Wolverhampton’s Department 
J * ers 


WOLVERHAMPTON BOROUGH COUNCIL, 
their meeting on February 24, received a 
report from the housing committee which 
stated that the final cost of the erection 
of 153 dwellings on the Rake Gate Estate 
by the Corporation’s Direct Building 
Department revealed a saving on the con- 
tractual cost amounting to £6,835. The 
department secured this contract in open 
tender, their price of £185,090 being £6,550 
less than the next lowest tender. 

The total saving to the Corporation as a 
result of this work being carried out by the 
department therefore amounted to £13,385 
10s. 11d., or £87 9s. 9d. per dwelling. 

The Council also adopted a recommenda- 
tion of the education committee to accept, 
subject to any necessary approval of the 
Minister of Education, the tender of the 
Corporation’s Direct Building Department 
amounting to £106,434 for the erection of 
the new Kingswood Special School. This 
was the lowest by £3,201, it was stated. 
Nineteen firms applied for details of the 
contract.

Interest Rates Reduced 


The Northern Ireland Ministry of Finance 
announce that the basic rates of interest at 
which local authorities can borrow from 
the Government Loans Fund has been re- 
duced as from February 25. The new rates 
on loans will be as follows: For periods 
not exceeding five years——6} per cent. (old 
rate 74 per cent.); for periods exceeding five 
years but not exceeding 15 years—-6} per 
cent. (old rate 6} per cent.); for periods 
exceeding 15 years but not exceeding 60 
years 64 per cent, (old rate 6} per cent.). 
The rates of interest for other forms of 
loans from the Government Loans Fund 
will be adjusted accordingly. 


Building Society Accounts 


The accounts of the Abbey National 
Building Society for 1957, now issued, show 
that the total assets rose to £278m. at 
December 31 last compared with £258m. 
at the end of 1956. The total receipts from 
investors ia 1957, at £48.8m., were virtually 
maintained at the same level as a year ago, 
despite the credit squeeze and the 7 per 
cent. Bank Rate. The Society’s ratio of 
liquid funds to total assets again reached 
14.4 per cent., being the same percentage as 
in 1956. The total of Trustee investments 
and cash was higher at £40m. as against 
£37m. Reserves and carry forward have 
increased to £10.6m. compared with £9.9m. 
The amount advanced on mortgage during 
1957, at £38.6m., was 4.2 per cent. lower 
than in the preceding year.

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THERMAL INSULATION OF 
FACTORIES 


Proposals for Regulations 


PPROPOSALS for regulations to be made 

under the Thermal Insulation (In- 
dustrial Buildings) Act, 1957, are contained 
in a memorandum which has been circulated 
to organisations interested in the subject by 
the Ministry of Power. 

The main purpose of the Act, which 
became law in July, 1957, is to prevent the 
unnecessary waste of fuel that occurs as a 
result of inadequately insulated buildings. 
The Act applies only to new factories started 
on or after January 1, 1959, unless the 
Minister of Power appoints an earlier date, 
but it is hoped that the insulation of these 
buildings will encourage the owners of 
existing factories, commercial buildings and 
houses to follow suit. 

The Act itself does not lay down any 
standard of insulation but provides for the 
Minister to make regulations prescribing a 
standard and dealing with other related 
matters. 

During the passage of the Bill through 
Parliament, the Minister undertook to con- 
sult organisations who might have an interest 
in the effect of the Regulations, before he 
reached a final decision on their contents. 

This consultation is now taking place and 
proposals for the contents of the Regula- 
tions have been summarised in a memoran- 
dum, on which interested organisations are 
being asked to comment. As it is important 
that the Regulations should be made at the 
earliest possible date to ensure that intend- 
ing builders are aware of their obligations 
under the Act, it will not be possible to con- 
sult individual firms, but the large number of 
organisations who are being consulted should 
ensure full representation of the various in- 
terests involved. 

No decision on the Regulations will be 
taken until the comments of interested 
organisations have been fully considered, and 
it is important that builders should not 
assume that the requirements under the Act 
will necessarily be those described in the 
memorandum. 


BUILDING EMPLOYMENT 
Minister on Changing Conditions 


CERTAIN REDUCTIONS in the size of the 
building industry were referred to by Mr. 
Hugh Molson, PC, MP, Minister of Works, 
in response to a toast proposed by the 
president of the Federation of Building 
Trade Manufacturers, Mr. H. G. FRiswe1, 
at the annual luncheon held on March 4 at 
the Piccadilly Hotel, W1. 

Mr. MoLson said that conditions had 
changed in the past few years and there was 
no longer a shortage of living accommoda- 
tion over the country as a whole. There was, 
however, a shortage of accommodation in 
London and a need for the raising of 
housing standards in certain areas. 

On unemployment, the Minister said that 
during the ‘boom’ period about 30,000 
people had been brought into the indusiry. 
At present some of this number were going 
back to other occupations which had not 
been as prosperous then as they were now.

EXHIBITION 


Review of Houses 
and Fittings 


FYROM now until March 29 the Golden 

Jubilee Ideal Home Exhibition will 
be open, like its forerunner in 1908, at 
Olympia. This year the Grand Hall 
theme is * Paris in Springtime.’ There is 
a huge ‘reproduction of the Palace at 
Fontainebleau, complete with curving 
staircases, which dominates the Hall. The 
floor is covered with soft green carpet, 
trees seem to grow and fountains play. 
In this setting the stands are all of regula- 
tion design although in the rest of the 
exhibition the designers have been 
allowed more scope. 


One of the most popular sections is always 
the selection of full-size houses, this year 
called ‘The Village’ and made up of nine 
houses and a covered market. Two of the 
houses come from Germany and are dis- 
played more as novelties than for their prac- 
tical value in this country (although they 
may stimulate some thought). One is the 
“Round House” which is just that. An 
aluminium sphere, it was designed by Dr. 
Johann Ludowici for use in the Belgian 
Congo where it could be carried by heli- 
copter or towed on a raft. The other 
curiosity, by the same designer, is ‘ The 
Roof House.’ First the six-room, high- 
pitched roof is bought and lived under, 
Then, when the owner can afford it, the 
ground floor structure is purchased and the 
roof hoisted up and placed on top of it. 
This operation is demonstrated several times 
a day during the exhibition. 


Of more practical interest in these cost- 
conscious days is the ‘ Unity’ £1,000 Tradi- 
tional House, sponsored by Unriry Struc- 
TuRES Lp. (Architects and Consulting 
Engineers: Kendrick Findlay and Partners). 
This is built as a semi-detached pair, 
although it is more economical to build in 
terraces. Of crosswall construction, the 
same basic house is available in three forms. 
These are three-bedroom, four-person 
(type 5701, shown at the exhibition and in 
our illustrations), three-bedroom five-person 
and two-bedroom, four-person, any of 
which can be combined in the same terrace.

Another interesting house is that built by 
E. anD L. BerG Lip. It is rather more con- 
temporary in design than most of the build- 
ings exhibited, although it does tend to be 
rather cliché-ridden. However, a good deal 
of thought seems to have gone into the 
planning and it is much better than the 
‘spec’ builders’ usual offering. Other 
houses, which we have not space to describe, 
have been built by HALLMARK HoMEs (The 
Sussex Cottage), WaTEsS Bur_t Homes Ltp. 
(The Dormy House), G. T. Croucn, Ltp. 
(The Northwood) and Davis Estates, Ltp. 


Thermal Insulation 

With the growing awareness of the need 
for thermal insulation it is interesting to 
note that much use has been made in the 
houses on show of dry construction, usually 
incorporating plaster-board, in the internal 
finishes. In six of the houses the ‘ Back- 
bond’ system, by ARTEX PRODUCTS 





and the 3-bedroom, 4-person plan 
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FIRST FLOOR 


(DecorATIONS) Ltp., has been used. This is 
a method of applying standard plasterboard 
to bricks or blocks to give dry interior 
finishes at no greater cost than conventional 
interior plastering. 

Types of heating are becoming more 
numerous almost daily, so the stand of 
SHELL-MEx AND BP Ltp, and BotToGas 
Lip. (No. 209) which shows every type of 
oil-fired boiler and air heater for heating 
and hot water supply, is of particular 
interest. The stands of the Gas COUNCIL 
(No. 54) and of the BritisH ELECTRICAL 
DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION (No. 55) both 
have a number of different heating appli- 
ances on view, as do many manufacturers on 
their individual stands. 

There is much to See 
decoration section. There are a number of 
fully furnished rooms ranging from a 
Napoleon Dining Room of 1805, through 
Cecil Beaton’s opulent Edwardian bedroom 
to Sir Hugh Casson’s grotto-like ‘ listening- 
to-music’ room.

HISTORIC WEST- 
MINSTER BUILDINGS 
1,000 Listed by Ministry 


‘AMOUS Westminster buildings and 
monuments, ranging in age from Cleo- 
patra’s Needle (about 1500 BC) on Victoria 
Embankment to the statue of Field Marshal 
Smuts (1956) in Parliament-square, have 
been listed by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government as being of special 
architectural or historic interest. 
The Ministry states that the chief purpose 
of such lists, which will eventually cover 
the whole country, is to guide local plan- 
ning authorities when they consider pro- 
posals for development which may affect 
the buildings concerned. 

Among about 1,000 buildings and monu- 
ments in the list, the oldest complete build- 
ing is Westminster Hall, built in 1100 by 
William Rufus and re-roofed by Richard II. 
The most important medieval buildings 
that remain are grouped round the Houses 
of Parliament and Westminster Abbey. 
Besides Westminster Hall, there is the crypt- 
chapel under the House of Commons, and 
the 14th century Jewel House of the Palace 
of Westminster in Old Palace Yard. 

Of the 16th century the most important 
survivals are St. James’s Palace, begun by 
Henry VIII, and the vaulted crypt (now 
beneath the modern Board of Trade and 
Air Ministry building in Whitehall Gardens) 
which was originally the wine cellar of 
Cardinal Wolsey’s House; it was incorpora- 
ted in the Palace of Whitehall by Henry 
VIII and was recently moved in one piece 
to its present site. 

The finest building left from the 17th 
century is Inigo Jones’s Banqueting House 
of 1619 which is the chief survival above 
ground of the Palace of Whitehall. 

Most items in the list are 18th century 
and early 19th century secular buildings. 
The finest 18th century houses that remain 
intact in formal groups are Queen Anne's 
Gate (about 1704) and Lord North-street 
(about 1725) leading into Smith-square. 

The early 19th century brought the 
development of Belgravia. The most impor- 
tant unit within this is Belgrave-square, 
which is listed as a whole. Roughly con- 
temporary with it are Buckingham Palace, 
Carlton House Terrace, Lancaster House 
and the clubs of Pall Mall and St. James’s- 
street—the United Services, the Athenaeum, 
the Travellers, the Reform, the Oxford and 
Cambridge, the Carlton and the Bath Clubs. 

The most important building of the mid- 
19th century is the Houses of Parliament. 
Most of the listed buildings built in the 
second half of the 19th century are 
churches, of which the finest architecturally 
is probably the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
at Westminster and the Archbishop’s House 
adjoining. Amongst the secular buildings 
of this period are Bridgewater House, 
originally a town house but now used as 
commercial offices, the Albert Memorial, 
the Royal Albert Hall, and the Royal Courts 
of Justice in the Strand. 

With famous buildings, the Ministry 
points out, it is often difficult to separate 
architectural from historic interest and 
many buildings on the list have both. 
Buildings which have personal associations 
with famous men are: 10, Downing-street; 
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41, Beak-street, (Canaletto); 74, Broadwick- 
street (Blake); 25, Brook-street, (Handel); 
36, Craven-street (Benjamin Franklin); 180, 
Ebury-street (Mozart); 93, Park-lane (Dis- 
raeli); 27, Southampton-street (Garrick). 
The Minister has an advisory committee 
of experts in architecture, history and 
archaeology, under the chairmanship of Sir 
William Holford, to advise him on the prin- 
ciples which should govern the selection of 
buildings to be listed. The Westminster list 
may be inspected at the offices of the 


London County Council or the City of 
Westminster. 


CAMBRIDGE 
BUILDERS’ DINNER 


Sir, Howard Robertson on _ the 
Design of Universities 


, [J NIVERSITY buildings should not 
resemble factories,’ was one of the 
comments with which Sir HowarpD ROBERT- 
soN, MCARA, P-PRIBA, delighted his 
audience at the annual dinner of the Cam- 
bridge Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, which was held at the University 
Arms Hotel, Cambridge, on February 21. 
Sir Howard said that the architects and 
builders had many problems in common, 
particularly when it came to obtaining the 
multitude of consents which were now 
necessary from so many people—planning 
authorities, the Royal Fine Art Commission, 
and so on. 


Commenting on modern trends ia the 
design of buildings, Sir Howard said that, 
whereas people tended to feel a genuine 
affection for old buildings, modern build- 
ings did not always inspire that feeling. No 
modern form of ornament had so far been 
designed. He felt that a building should 
look like what it was intended to be. It 
was then that he made his remark about 
university buildings not looking like 
factories. 

The president of the association, MR. 
C. F. KipMan, said that in the post-war rush 
to build as many houses as possible, as 
quickly as possible, craftsmanship had gone 
by the board. He thought that the time had 
now arrived for builders to endeavour to 
instil once again into their men that pride 
in craftsmanship which was so important to 
the industry. 

‘Regardless of new developments and 
new materials,’ said Mr. Kidman, ‘we are 
still dependent-on the man behind the tool.’ 
He paid a very warm tribyte to the work 
of the Cambridgeshire Technical College in 
training the craftsmen of the future. 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 


Fewer Completions in January 


Tue Housing Summary presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper (Cmd. 379, 
HMSO, price 3d.) jointly by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, shows that 
the number of permanent houses completed 
in Great Britain during January was 20,578 
compared with 22,748 in January, 1957.

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USE OF READY-MIXED CONCRETE* 


By W. S. FORBES, BSc, AMICE, AMIStructE 


EADY-MIXED concrete has _ been 
used extensively in some countries, 
particularly the USA, for many years, but 
it has not yet been so widely accepted in 
this country. An inquiry has been made, 
with the aid of the British Ready Mixed 
Concrete Association, to gain a general 
picture of the industry and the type of 
work undertaken, to study any organisa- 
tional or technical problems that arise in 
the use of this material by the building 
industry and to consider its economic 
advantages or disadvantages. Discussions 
have been held with twelve manufacturers, 
one local authority that produces ready- 
mixed concrete for its own use and for 
sale, and 32 builders and other users. 


Development of the Industry 


In the United States, the use of ready- 
mixed concrete dates back to the early 
1920’s; in fact, one plant was in operation 
in Baltimore about 1913. It has been 
stated that the introduction of ready-mixed 
concrete was an attempt to obtain the 
economies that were expected to result 
from central and intensive manufacture as 
compared with haphazard mixing on 
individual sites. During the last 20 years 
there has been a rapid expansion of the 
industry and a considerable refinement in 
the equipment available for manufacture 
and transport. In many cities and towns 
it may, in fact, be likened to a public 
utility. k 

The annual output of ready-mixed 
concrete in the United States is now 
estimated to be 110,000,000 cu. yds.; in 
some areas the production is at least 80 
per cent. of all concrete used, and 35 per 
cent. of the cement produced in the United 
States is used for ready-mixed concrete. 

In the United Kingdom, plants to 
produce ready-mixed concrete were first set 
up in the early 1930's, but until the last 
war there were only three or four plants 
in operation. In recent years there has been 
a substantial increase in both the number 
and size of plants, and the expansion 
appears to be continuing rapidly. At the 
moment there are about 50 installations 
in production and there are many under 
construction or proposed. The present 
annual output of ready-mixed concrete is 
estimated to be 800,000 cu. yds. 


Types of Ready-mixed Concrete 


Ready-mixed concrete is defined in British 
Standard 1926 (1953) as ‘ concrete delivered 
at the site in a plastic condition and 
requiring no further treatment before being 
placed in the position in which it is to set.’ 
The British Standard distinguishes two 
types: 

(a) Plant-mixed concrete.—Aggregate, 
cement and water completely mixed at a 
central mixing plant and delivered in 
containers fitted with agitating devices, 
except that, when so agreed between the 
purchaser and the supplier, the concrete 
may be transported without being agitated. 

(b) Truck-mixed concrete.—Aggregate and 
cement placed in a truck mixer at a batching

plant; after the addition of water, the 

mixing is carried out entirely in the truck 

muxer,. 

Much of the equipment in general use 
in this country can be used either as truck 
agitators, i.e. for transporting plant-mixed 
concrete, or as truck mixers for mixing 
concrete during transport. The capacity 
of the machine as a truck mixer is deter- 
mined by the volume of the dry materials 
it can receive. After mixing has taken 
place, the bulk is considerably reduced and 
thus the working capacity or payload of 
the machine when used as an agitator is 
about 40 per cent. greater than when used 
as a truck mixer. Agitation consists of slow 
churning during transport to the site to 
prevent segregation in the concrete. 

* Shrink-mixing,’ as it is called, is quite 
common and is used in two distinct ways. 
In the one case the machine is filled with 
the quantity of ingredients that it can 
easily take. The mixer is then closed 
and, after mixing dry for a short time, the 
reduction in bulk makes it possible to add 
a further small batch of ingredients. The 
purpose is to increase the payload, particu- 
larly for long hauls. It does, of course, 
mean that the truck mixer has to spend a 
longer time at the plant and it is not an 
economical proposition when a quick turn- 
round of vehicles more than compensates 
for the extra pay load. 

The other form of shrink-mixing is used 
at a central mixing plant when it is desired 
to cut down the time for batching and 
mixing (particularly when operating 
machines of large capacity) and to give an 
improved turn-round of the _ vehicles. 
Mixing is carried out long enough in the 
static mixer to shrink the materials so that 
they will fill the truck mixer—this capacity 
is somewhat less than when employed 
purely as an agitator. Mixing is then 
completed in the truck mixer. 

Some use is made of non-agitating 
equipment for transporting concrete to the 
site. Either conventional or special steei- 
bodied tipping trucks are in operation for 
this purpose. The concrete has, of course, 
to be appropriately proportioned and the 
length of haul should not be too great. 
With the introduction of air entrainment 
and the accompanying improvement in 
workability and reduction in segregation, 
this method of transport may develop 
further. 


Firms Visited 

Six of the twelve firms visited produced 
aggregates for sale as well as ready-mixed 
concrete; of these, four operated plants at 
gravel pits, one (a granite aggregate 
producer) operated one plant at the quarry 
and another in the centre of a near-by town. 
The remaining firm had a large plant set 
up in a city and brought in aggregates. 

Three of the six manufacturers who were 
not producers of aggregates were sited 
close to gravel pits and the remaining three 
operated plants near city centres. 

Eight of the 12 firms worked their 
vehicles as truck mixers and had no 
facilities for central mixing, though three 
of them were introducing such facilities. 
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The remaining four firms, some of the 
largest, mixed centrally and wet concrete 
was sent out either in agitating or, less 
frequently, in. non-agitating equipment, 
With a central mixing plant, it is possible, 
of course, to provide the alternative of 
truck-mixed concrete if required. 


The Ready-mizxed Concrete 
Industry 
The establishment of a ready-mixed 
concrete plant for truck mixing or, stil] 
more, for central mixing, requires a 
substantial capital investment. With one 
or two exceptions the various firms visited 
during the survey had made quite modest 
beginnings and all of them had expanded 


to a greater or lesser extent. Nevertheless, } 
it was clear that all were striving to? 
maintain the quality of their product, 7 


improve their service and build up a 
reputation: as reliable producers. The 
progress made by some of the firms in a 
short time was impressive. 

Until recently there were only two pat- 
terns of truck mixers made in this country 
but another two types have now appeared; 
there are indications that the equipment 
manufacturers are taking a greater interest

Static Plant 


The static plant is similar to the batching 
and mixing plants found on many building 
sites. Although the minimum essential 
equipment consists of elevated storage 
bins for coarse and fine aggregates and 
cement, with batching equipment for 
aggregates, water and cement, nevertheless 
elaborate equipment is required for a 
more or less automatic central-mixing 
plant capable of producing daily 500- 
600 cu. yds. of concrete. 


Such a plant usually requires a multi- 
plicity of bins for the storage of several 
sizes of both coarse and fine aggregates, 
storage for two or more types of cement 
and a system of conveyors or elevators 
for maintaining the stocks of aggregates in 
the storage bins. Electrical indicating 
and interlocking devices are used to call 
attention to the levels in the various storage 
compartments and to prevent the discharge 
of a particular type of aggregate into an 
incorrect bin. 

The use of bulk cement is an established 
practice and it is stored in one or mor 
silos or in a container at ground level. The 
cement is handled by airlift, pump or 
elevator, and electrical devices are fitted 
to prevent mixing of the different classes 
of cement and to indicate the quantity 
stored. 

Batching is universally carried out by 
weight for the dry materials and often 
for the water. Bin gates are either of the 
double clam type or of the radial type, 
operated by levers or pneumatic rams. 

The dry materials are generally weighed 
in the one hopper against one set of scale 
equipment. For the larger installation 
more than one weighing hopper is used.

Both beam and dial scales are in commor 
use. The former are cheaper, and more 
easily maintained. Beams are required 
for each class of aggregate, for cement and 
in some cases for water. They are de- 
signed so that the ‘jockey’ weights can be 
set in advance and each aggregate and 
cement weighed in turn until the whole 
batch is in the weighing hopper. An 
indicator is used to show when the beam is 
in a horizontal position and the arrange- 
ment is such that the one indicator serves 
for each beam in sequence. Water is 
measured separately. The dial scale is 
simpler and thus offers an operational 
advantage particularly where there is a 
greater diversity of mix and batch size. 

The weighing hopper or hoppers are 
discharged into the truck mixer or, with 
central-mixing, into a stationary concrete 
mixer. It will be appreciated that the 
introduction of the stationary mixer or 
mixers below the batching equipment can 
add 10 ft. or more to the overall height of 
the plant. In addition to the extra cost 
of the mixer(s) this extra height. substanti- 
ally increases the cost. The largest in- 
Stallation of stationary mixers seen was 
two 3-cu. yd. mixers working in tandem 
(Fig. 1). 

In addition to the static equipment, an 
installation has a_ testing laboratory, 
appropriate office accommodation, ' faci- 
lities for sheltering and servicing the 
mobile equipment and, where necessary, 
Suitable areas for stock-piling aggregates. 


Mobile Equipment 


Truck mixers or agitators of different 
makes are available in capacities of 2 to 
6 cu. yds. At the present time there are 
ibout 400 truck mixers or agitators in use. 
By far the greatest number are of less than 
’-cu. yd. size when used as truck mixers, 
but the tendency now is towards larger 
sizes. 


The type of truck mixer / agitator used 
most generally is the horizontal drum type 
loaded through a door in the mixing drum 
and discharged through a _ controllable 
door at the rear (Fig. 2). The more 
recent designs of truck mixer have an 
inclined axis and are charged by a hopper 
at the rear (Fig. 3); the advantage of this 
type of machine is the high discharge, 
which allows the use of a longer discharge 
chute and enables the concrete to be 
discharged at a greater distance from the 
truck mixer. 

The equipment for mixing and agitating 
consists basically of a normal truck chassis, 
equipped with a concrete mixer with either 
its own engine or power take-off from the 
transmission system for controllng speed 
and direction of mixing and a_ pivoted 
chute for handling the discharge of the 
concrete. Two tanks are provided when 
the machine is to be used as a truck mixer 
one for the mixing water and the other for 
the water used for wash- 
ing out the drum during 
the return journey. 

As mentioned above, 
ready-mixed concrete is 
sometimes carried in 
non- agitating equip- 
ment. Normally these 
are standard steel-bod- 
ied tipping trucks al- 
though a special-bodied 
tipper with a capacity 
of either 2 or 3 cu. yds. 
and a very high level of 
discharge is also em- 
ployed (Fig. 4). 


Organisation 


In general the in- 
dustry is still in a 
formative stage. Ini- 


tially its task was to 
prove the value of 


use. 


one consisting 
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ready-mixed concrete and 
thus create a demand. 
This has, to a great extent, 
been accomplished and an 
improvement in methods of 
production and delivery can 
be expected. In fact, nearly 
every plant seen during the 
survey was being modified 
or re-equipped in some way. 

Technically the industry 
is well equipped to produce 
concrete of high quality, 
comparable with the best 
produced on site. The plant 
managers are usually well 
informed regarding the de- 
sign of concrete mixes and 
the correct mix for a given 
purpose. 

The day-to-day organisa- 
tion of the plant is planned 
as far ahead as possible, 
but it is not always easy for 
consumers to give sufficient 
notice of their requirements. 
The daily demand is subject 
to wide and unpredictable 
variations and there are 
times, particularly, for 
example, after a period of 
frost, when even the best- 
equipped plant will not be 
able to meet all requests for 
concrete. The programme can also become 
disorganised as a result of traffic hold-ups 
or delays on the site, and at least one 
operator is considering the installation of 
two-way radio communications between 
plant and vehicles to help smooth out such 
troubles as quickly as possible. 

Delivery programmes are generally ar- 
ranged by co-operation between the builders 
and the supplier. The latter is usually 
keen to discuss arrangements for the actual 
placing of the concrete on the site, since 
to obtain maximum advantage it is import- 
ant to try and arrange to discharge the 
ready-mixed concrete direct into the forms 
or into dumpers, crane-skips, etc. Care- 
fully programmed work usually also 
facilitates the return of the truck. Not 
only does lost time at the site lose earning 
capacity but, even more important, the 
whole day’s delivery programme can be 
upset. 

On the other hand the preparation of the

programme ensures the close examination 
by the builder of related work such as 
excavation and formwork. This type of 
planning was considered most desirable 
by several contractors’ who were anxious 
to encourage the site foreman to prepare 
programmes of this kind. 

Contractors’ views on the service pro- 
vided by the ready-mixed concrete sup- 
pliers varied somewhat. Regular users of 
the material were well pleased with the 
service. Most of the consumers inter- 
viewed were satisfied with the timing of 
deliveries but it was clear that a large job 
was, in general, better served than small 
jobs or sites some distance from the 
ready-mixed concrete plant. 

There appeared no doubt that the 
concrete was always delivered as specified 
and the quality of the ready-mixed con- 
crete was not questioned. To control 
workability, one of the ready-mixed 
concrete plants employs an_ electrical 
resistivity method to measure continuously 
the moisture content of the fine aggregate 
so as to be able to apply a correction for 
each batch. 

For roadworks, factory floors and 
similar work, it was a comparatively simple 
task to deposit the concrete direct into the 
forms and no exceptional arrangements 
were needed. However, on soft ground in 
wet weather, pierced-steel planking or 
timber sleepers had to be brought into use. 
Where the vehicle could not get within 
reach of the placing point, small dumpers, 
skips, etc., were filled or, as a last resort, 
the concrete was deposited on the ground 
and re-loaded into wheelbarrows. The 
discharge point of some of the truck mixers 
is rather low and only a small dumper 
can be used without raising the truck mixer 
by means of a ramp. 


Generally speaking, moving the con- 
crete about the site and placing into the 
forms presents no particular problem. 


Specifications 

The alternative methods of specifying 
ready-mixed concrete are described in 
BS1926 as follows: ‘(a@) Where the concrete 
mix is designed by the supplier to satisfy 
the strength and other physical properties 
specified by the purchaser and (6) where 
the purchaser specifies a definite mix,

compliance with which is guaranteed by 
the supplier, the purchaser being responsi- 
ble for the accuracy of the design which is 
to produce the required physical properties 
of the mix.’ The British Standard gives 
details relevant to each method. 

In the course of the survey it was found 
to be most unusual for consumers to 
specify exactly in accordance with the 
British Standard—indeed, few were familiar 
with it. The purchasers’ methods of 
specifying the concrete ranged, in fact, 
from ‘so much concrete’ to a procedure 
closely similar to the British Standard. 
The more usual method was similar to (5) 
above when the purchaser would specify 
the exact proportions of the mix. Many 
different specifications are in commun use. 
One large operator had been asked to 
supply on different occasions no less than 
60 different mixes. 


Suitable Types of Work 


The discussions with various contractors 
and local authorities indicated that ready- 
mixed concrete is being used for most 
types of work. By far the most common 
was for work at or below ground level, 
particularly where the concrete could be 
discharged directly into the forms. 
Examples of such usage are roads and 
other paved areas, floors for factories 
and other buildings, all types of founda- 
tions, machine beds, concrete sewer sur- 
rounds and so on. This may, however, 
be only a reflection of the fact that this is 
the most common use of concrete. 

Some contractors used ready-mixed 
concrete where large quantities were 
required very infrequently; in other cir- 
cumstances it was used to supplement a 
steady flow from the site mixer. 

The extent to which it was used by the 
individual contractor varied from as much 
as 80 per cent. of all concrete placed, to an 
occasional use on restricted sites, where 
site mixing would have been very difficult. 

For some jobs the actual cost of provid- 
ing concrete, although important, is not 
necessarily critical compared with other 
aspects of the work. Common expressions 
used to account for the use of ready-mixed 
concrete were ‘convenience’ or ‘less to 
worry about.’ It is often simpler to 
purchase ready-mixed concrete than to

make detailed arrangements for the supply 
of coarse aggregates, fine aggregates and 
cement and the organisation of batching 
and mixing. Water, too, is a problem on 
some sites, particularly at the start of a 
job when it cannot be obtained from a 
mains supply. 

It was claimed, too, that ready-mixed 
concrete enabled the work to be completed 
in a much shorter time than would have 
been possible with site-mixed concrete. 
As an example, the installation of concrete 
beds for new machines in factories has often 
to be done during periods of shut-down 
such as annual trade holidays or week- 
ends. Again, it enables a quick start to be 
made on substructure work when only a 
few men are available at the commence- 
ment of a contract. 

In some parts of the country the shortage 
of labour is acute and ready-mixed 
concrete, with its reduced site-labour 
requirements, has been used for this 
reason alone. From time to time, too, 
there have been shortages of aggregates 
or cement in some areas and the plants have 
been in a favoured position to provide 
supplies of concrete. Where high quality 
concrete to a rigid specification 1s 
demanded, many of the smaller builders 
prefer to pass the responsibility over to a 
ready-mixed concrete manufacturer. 


Current Prices 


The prices charged for ready-mixed 
concrete vary widely depending upon the 
specification, local prices of materials, the 
distance to the site from the plant, how 
economically the particular job can be 
served and other factors. Because much of 
the cost of producing ready-mixed concrete 
is the operating cost of the mobile equip- 
ment, the price charged for any given 
specification rises with distance from the 
plant. It is usual for the manufacturers 
to give a separate quotation for each job, 
taking all the factors into account. 

In some areas the price is zoned and the 
same rate for the same specification will 
be charged for, say, up to a radius of five 
miles around the plant and again for five to 
ten miles and so on. 

Ready-mixed concrete is sold by the 
cubic yard and, in calculating the price, the 
largest single cost factor, apart from

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aggregates and cement, with which the 
supplier has to contend is the cost of 
transport. From his point of view, the 
most important question is how to ensure 
the minimum unproductive time for his 
mobile equipment. For example, it will 
be evident that, for similar circumstances, 
twice as much time will be spent in deliver- 
ing 500 cu. yd. of concrete to a job requiring 
a one-hour round journey as will be spent 
delivering the same amount with only a 
half-hour journey. 

A limited study of production and 
transport costs has been made and this 
confirms that the cost of running the 
mobile equipment (driver's wages, fuel 
costs, tax and maintenance) form a large 
proportion of the total operating costs, 
and can be responsible for as much 
as 12s. a cu. yd. in the price of the concrete. 
Such relatively minor items as tyres for 
the vehicle and road tax may represent 
nearly Is. per cu. yd. of concrete sold. 

In view of the present state of develop- 
ment of the industry, it is probable that 
current prices charged for ready-mixed 
concrete have not yet reached the minimum 
possible. 


Factors Affecting the Relative 
Costs of Site-mixred and 
Ready-mixed Concrete 


Many of the builders visited considered 
that, at present prices, site-mixing is usually 
cheaper although most of them had carried 
out work under conditions where the use 
of ready-mixed concrete had given a direct 
saving in cost but, because of the variety 
of conditions on sites and the multiplicity 
of factors involved, it is difficult to general- 
ise. The actual cost of the concrete in 
any job is made up of the cost of materials, 
plant, labour and overheads. Materials 
may be readily expressed as a cost per 
cubic yard with a knowledge only of the 
specification of the concrete mix and the 
price of aggregates and cement. 

However, the other items, which are 
largely measured by time, can only be 
converted to a unit cost from a considera- 
tion of the particular job. Further, the 
cost of concrete cannot be isolated from the 
cost of related operations, such as form- 
work and reinforcement or, often, the cost 
of such operations as excavation and 
brickwork. 

It is therefore important to consider 
how these various factors may be influenced 
by the use of ready-mixed in place of site- 
mixed concrete. 

(a) Materials. The price of aggregates 
suitable for making concrete varies con- 
siderably with locality. During the study 
a range of prices from 9s. to 32s. per cu. yd. 
(delivered to site) was paid. Moreover, 
in any locality the price of both ready- 
mixed concrete and aggregates will vary 
with distance from the plant or pit, al- 
though the price of ready-mixed concrete 
rises much more steeply. The difference 
between the two rates of increase is in the 
region of Is. per cu. yd. per mile and 
reflects the much higher operating cost of a 
truck mixer compared with the tipping 
truck used for transporting aggregates. 
In many cases the distance of the site from 
the plant will therefore be decisive. 


(b) Specification. When concrete is 
specified to a definite minimum strength, 


allowance must be made for the normal 
variation found in test cubes made on the 
site. The amount of variation depends 
largely on the accuracy of proportioning 
the cement, aggregates and water. Thus 
when designing mix proportions for site- 
mixing, an average strength to aim at must 
be decided. As the degree of batching 
control on the site decreases, the required 
average strength will increase, giving a 
corresponding increase in cement content 
and, of course, cost. With the good 
control possible at a ready-mixed concrete 
plant a mix can be designed to meet a 
minimum strength specification with a 
lower cement content than would be 
possible on an average building site. 

(c) Type of Work. It is necessary to 
consider two distinct categories of Use. 
Firstly, the type of work where the ready- 
mixed concrete truck arrives at the site 
and is thereafter treated more or less as a 
site mixer. The concrete is discharged 
into some mechanical handling device 
such as a dumper, crane skip, wet hopper 
or even wheelbarrow. The second cate- 
gory is found when the ready-mixed 
concrete can be placed direct from the 
truck-mixer/agitator into the forms, e.g., 
roadworks, foundations, floors, etc. In 
this category the price paid for ready- 
mixed concrete covers not only the cost of 
mixing but also a proportion, large or 
small depending on circumstances, of the 
cost of transporting and placing on site 
and thus is of much more value to the work. 

In some confined city sites it is very 
difficult to make satisfactory arrangements 
for siting the mixer and batching plant 
and storing concreting materials. This is 
particularly true in the early stages when 
foundations are being concreted. In such 
cases the cost of providing, and perhaps 
re-positioning temporary works to accom- 
modate concreting plant and stock piles 
can be considerable, and under such 
conditions ready-mixed concrete was 
claimed to have provided an economical 
solution. It had also been used on sites 
where large quantities could be placed in a 
short time, for instance in one case 600 cu. 
yds. had been placed in the concrete founda- 
tions of a brick chimney in two days. 
Similarly, ready-mixed concrete had been 
used in connection with ‘tide work’ and 
one contractor found it economical to use 
it for a multi-storey commercial building 
of flat slab construction. In this the cycle 
of work was one storey every three weeks 
and each concrete floor, containing 120 cu. 
yds. of concrete, had to be placed in one day. 


(d) Site Organisation. Unit labour 
costs for producing concrete on the site are 
variable, depending to some extent on the 
productivity achieved by the operatives 
but largely on the nature of the work in 
hand. Seldom will the type of building 
and design detail allow the concreting 
gangs to be organised to achieve continu- 
ous production. At times the output 
of concrete will be severely restricted, as 
when concrete is being placed in thin 
heavily reinforced sections, or stopped 
altogether, as when other trades have to 
complete work before further progress 
can be made. 

When continuous production is not 
possible, alternative work has to be found 
for the concreting gangs. Often the only 
work available is ‘site clearance’ but, even 
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if directly productive work is done, much 
time is lost changing from one operation 
to the other. Site labour requirements 
are reduced when using ready-mixed 
concrete and such difficulties will not be so 
serious. 

Concreting plant is used much more 
continuously on some sites than on others 
although plant usage on civil engineering 
work tends to be greater than on building 
work. Concreting plant can seldom be 
used for other work, and the unit cost of 
plant for any particular job should be 
determined from a consideration of the 
time the plant is on the site and the total 
quantity of concrete in the work. On sites 
studied recently, plant costs were found to 
vary, assuming typical weekly hire rates 
from 5s. to 55s. per cu. yd. of concrete. 
This large range in plant costs can no doubt 
be partly explained by differences in site 
organisation, but much of the variation is 
caused by the extent to which building 
design determines the flow of concrete 
from the mixer. 

Site-mixed concrete is produced in a 
succession of comparatively small batches 
and, once the-size of concrete mixer has 
been chosen, a limit is set on the maximum 
amount of concrete that can be produced 
ina given time. On the other hand, ready- 
mixed concrete is received in large batches 
and the maximum amount of concrete 
that can be handled in any period is only 
restricted by facilities for placing. There- 
fore, in carrying out work using either 
method on equally well organised and 
identical sites, it would be quite likely that 
the concrete and allied operations would 
be planned at a different tempo. During 
the survey, this was particularly noticeable 
when concrete was being placed at or below 
ground level where it could be discharged 
direct into the forms or into large size 
dumpers capable of carrying 1 cu. yd., or 
more, of wet concrete. In many such 
cases ready-mixed concrete can facilitate 
the work so as to shorten the time of build- 
ing and reduce costs. The preparation of 
a programme will indicate which of the two 
methods is the more economic. 

The methods adopted by some estimators 
for pricing Bill rates for tendering do not 
admit a fair comparison between site-mixed 
and ready-mixed concrete. Unit rates for 
concreting are often built up from the price 
of materials, to which is added an average 
unit labour rate for each of the likely 
operations which have to be carried out on 
the site, e.g., mixing, transporting, hoisting, 
placing, screeding, etc. Similarly, plant 
rates are used without necessarily taking 
into account the actual size or types of 
plant that will be in operation. Thus, in 
the estimate, no account is taken of the rate 
of concreting, the effect this will have on 
other operations, such as formwork and 
reinforcement or the work as a whole. 
This may arise, possibly, as a result of 
present contractual arrangements. 


Examples of Comparative Costs 


A direct cost comparison of the two 
methods is not possible, but individuai jobs 
with their particular local conditions have 
been studied to illustrate the circumstances 
which will decide the appropriate method. 
Unfortunately, few contractors keep and 
analyse site costs and often, even where 
this is done, data are available only on 
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those items that are bonused. Further the 
cost of mixing concrete is not kept 
separately from other operations, and 
items such as setting up plant and handling 
materials are often included under a 
general heading such as site clearance. 

Such comparative data as could be 
collected are presented below. 


(i) Flats—in the construction of five 
blocks of eight-storey and nine-storey 
flats for a local authority by its direct 
labour organisation, site mixing was used 
for the foundations of two of the blocks 
and ready-mixed concrete for the other 
three, which had similar foundations. 
The results are shown in Table 1. Material 
and labour rates have been adjusted for 
date and the same concrete mix was used 
for both methods.

There is little difference in the unit cost 
between the two methods in this case but 
the second site was about 12 miles from 
the ready-mixed concrete plant and ready- 
mixed concrete would certainly have been 
cheaper than site-mixed if the distance 
had been less. Moreover, during the 
construction of Blocks A and B the 
weather was good and practically no time 
was lost. On the other hand the weather 
was bad and some wet time occurred when 
the ready-mixed concrete was being used 
and there were also serious delays in 
delivery of other materials. If these 
adverse conditions had obtained when 
site-mixing, the non-productive time for 
both plant and labour would have been 
relatively much higher. 


The most important figures that emerge 
from the Table are the unit labour costs 
—17s. 3d. per cu. yd. when site mixing and 
1s. 5d. per cu. yd. when using ready-mixed 
concrete with which, on most days, more 
than 100 cu. yds. of concrete were placed 
by five men. With the improved rate of 
work, building time was reduced and 
repeat work arising from collapsed excava- 
tion was avoided but definite figures are 
not available. The site was kept much 
tidier when using ready-mixed concrete 
leaving more space for storage. 


(ii) Factory.—Information was available 
from a contractor who had built, in two 
stages, a factory extension. For the first 
stage ready-mixed concrete had been used 
and, for the second, site-mixing. The 
costs obtained in each case covered roads, 
floors, stanchion bases and sewer surrounds. 

constructional details were not en- 


tirely comparable; for the first stage 
938.5 cu. yds. of concrete were placed 
during a period of 24 weeks and in the 
second 2,966.5 cu. yds. during 44 weeks. 
The stanchion bases in the first stage 
were quite small and the ready-mixed 
concrete had to be double-handled, where- 
as in the second stage the bases were very 
large and the concrete was mixed and 
placed with a labour expenditure of just 
under one manhour per cu. yd. The site 
was approximately nine miles from the 
ready-mixed concrete plant. 

Table 2 shows the results as summarised 
by the contractor : 
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when compared with the cost of site. 
mixing when that method was in progress, 
However, if ready-mixed concrete had not 
been available and site-mixing had had to 
be faced, then, because of the difficulty of 
setting up plant and subsequently re- 
positioning at least once, site-mixing would 
probably have been much more expensive 
than ready-mixed concrete. 

(iv) Housing.—National Building Study 
Special Report No. 23 gives some costs of 
concreting for housing work. Details are 
given of concrete production from 12 
different sites using a 10/7 concrete mixer 
and wheelbarrows to place concrete in

Thus, considering the concrete alone, 
ready-mixed concrete was 8s. per cu. yd. 
dearer on this site. However, for similar 
conditions at a site nearer the ready- 
mixed concrete plant, and charging site- 
concreting plant at typical plant hire rates, 
ready-mixed concrete would have been in 
the region of 8s. per cu. yd. cheaper. As 
stated previously, to make a true com- 
parison the work must be programmed 
specifically for either method and the 
overall cost of all the work made the basis 
for comparison. 

(iii) Office Block.—During the con- 
struction of a multi-storeyed office block 
in reinforced concrete, approximately 
10,000 cu. yd. of concrete had been placed 
when it became necessary, because of a 
change of policy of the building owner, to 
abandon the site-mixing plant and use 
ready-mixed concrete. 

Detailed costs were not available, but 
some information was obtained from the 
bonus records to enable estimates to be 
made of the two methods. 

The static plant for site mixing was 
placed in the basement and consisted of a 
14/10 concrete mixer, gravity-feed batching 
hoppers, weigh batcher and 20-ton cement 
silo. Two men were required to operate 
the batching and mixing process. From 
the information available it was estimated 
that the plant and labour cost of batching 
and mixing the concrete was approxi- 
mately 12s. per cu. yd. At this site the 
price of materials to produce 1 cu. yd. of 
1: 2:4 concrete was Sis. in November, 
1955; at the same date the price of 1: 2:4 
ready-mixed concrete was 72s. 6d. per 
cu. yd. 

The transport of the concrete about the 
site was partly by hoist and mono-rail 
and partly by derrick crane. When ready- 
mixed concrete was in use the wet concrete 
was moved about the site and placed in 
position by more or less the same methods 
as when site-mixing, and plant and labour 
costs of transporting and placing the con- 
crete were substantially the same for both 
methods. Thus ready-mixed concrete was 
approximately 10s. per cu. yd. dearer 















trench foundations and in ground floor 
slabs. The observed production varied 
from 2.7 manhours/cu. yd. to 10.0 man- 
hours/cu. yd. with an average of 4.9 man- 
hours/cu. yd. 


Plant costs have still to be added to the 
labour costs above, but are not given in 
the Special Report. On sites where 
arrangements could be made to discharge 
ready-mixed concrete direct from the truck 
mixer into the forms, labour costs would 
be very low—in the region of 1/3 manhour 
per cu. yd. Assuming the site is not too 
far from a ready-mixed concrete plant 
the use of ready-mixed concrete would 
therefore have proved an economical 
proposition in many of the cases mentioned. 


Conclusions 


Ready-mixed concrete is a useful alterna- 
tive to site-mixed concrete and in suitable 
cases its use can lead to lower costs. The 
following factors are important in deciding 
the appropriate method for any particular 
circumstances :— 

(1) The relative prices at the site of ready- 
mixed concrete, cement and aggregates. 
(2) The saving in labour on the site. 

(3) Whether arrangements can be made to 
place the ready-mixed concrete from the 
truck mixer/agitator direct into the forms. 

(4) The unit cost of plant to produce 
concrete on the site. This should be based 
on the total quantity of concrete and the cost 
of setting up and operating the plant for 
the duration of the work. 

(5) The extent to which the programme 
for carrying out the work and the overall 
cost can be influenced by the high rates of

New Car-Parking Standards 
Referred Back to Committee 


AN Improvements and Town Planning 
*“™ Committee recommendation relating to 
new car-parking standards in City Develop- 
ment was referred back to that committee 
during the meeting of the Court of Com- 
mon Council of the City of London, held 
at Guildhall on February 27. 

The recommendation followed a letter 
from the London County Council asking the 
Corporation to adopt new car- parking 
standards in dealing with planning applica- 
tions relating to commercial buildings in the 
City. The County Council pointed out that 
they had adopted these standards. 

However, after a number of members of 
the Common Council had expressed their 
misgivings about the possible effect of such 
measures, the Court voted overwhelmingly 
in favour of reference back. 

The measures it had been asked to 
approve were: ‘Parking places—to include 
loading, unloading and waiting space—shall 
be required within the curtilage of new com- 
mercial buildings or in respect of any exten- 
sion of an existing commercial building or 
where a change of use for commercial takes 
place, on the basis of one lorry space of 500 
sq. ft. for every 5,000 sq. ft. of gross floor 
space with a minimum of one lorry space 
and a maximum of 75 per cent. of the site 
area.’ 

Moving reference back, MAJOR SANDLE 
pointed out that the measures were an 
extension, to commercial buildings, of those 
already in existence relating to office prop- 
erty. There was a great deal of difference 
between a lorry spending about 20 minutes 
loading or discharging goods and a car 
which occupied parking space throughout 
the day. In the latter case it was reason- 
able that accommodation should be pro- 
vided. 

He thought that the measures which they 
were being asked to approve would result 
in lowering the values of affected areas. The 
ground floor was a most valuable part of a 
building for any business, yet warehouses 
would have to take steps to set aside part 
of their property for lorries which might 
only be there for 20 minutes each day. 

‘It has been my experience that owners 
or occupiers of warehouses have been 
entitled to use the highway for the purpose 
of loading or unloading goods.’ 


Discouraging Commerce 


Major Sandle told the Court that on at 
least two previous occasions it had passed 
resolutions to the effect that it would do 
all in its power to encourage the return of 
commercial establishments to the City. He 
felt that the measures now before them 
would not have this effect. 

He moved reference back so that the 
Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee could consider how far the measures 
would affect rateable assessments and prop- 
erty values. 

Another aspect of the matter was referred 
to by Mr. MarTIN SmiTH. He pointed out 
that if there were a change of use to com- 
mercial, those responsible would have to 
provide accommodation for lorries. That 
would mean strengthening the floors, fire- 
Proofing ceilings, and would, in fact, mean 


an intolerable loss of space. 

Mr. Deputy Syretr was against refer- 
ence back. He felt that the matter had to 
be viewed in the light of public convenience, 
The parking of cars and lorries in the 
Streets was becoming an_ jntolerable 
nuisance, and they should heartily support 
any action against it. 

“It may be good planning, but all trade 
and business is a nuisance to good plan- 
ning,’ commented Mr. C. R. WHITTINGTON. 
‘The City of London is a business place and 
planning is there to make the business easy, 
satisfactory and as pleasant as possible. 
Planning comes to help business. Business 
is first and planning has no place except 
as an ancillary to the business.’ 

He wanted the committee to re-examine 
the matter and not to go blindly into a 
‘planners’ follow-my-leader.’ 

In reply, Mr. B. G. ArTHur, chairman of 
the Improvements and Town Planning Com- 
mittee, said all members appreciated the 
difficulties facing occupiers of commercial 
buildings, even under present conditions. 
But it should be remembered that the new 
regulations were intended to deal with a 
real problem which, somehow or other, had 
to be dealt with. 

His committee considered the proposals 
reasonable and were prepared to support 
them as a contribution towards assuring the 
free flow of traffic. 

There were cries of ‘Oh’ when Mr. 
Arthur said that experience had shown that 
there could not be differentiation between 
parking and loading or unloading. 

He asked the Court to support the recom- 
mendation. His committee, he added, did 
not think it an unreasonable one. 

The amendment referring the matter back 
to the committee was carried, 


Permissions for New Buildings 


During the meeting, permission was 
granted on the following outline application: 

Four to 9, Mitre-street and the site of 
Essex House, Mitre-square: a new building 
for use as an extension to Sir John Cass’s 
Foundation School (V. Rees, Laurence and 
Mitchell, 51, Queen Caroline-street, W6).

the two basements with entrance on part of 
the ground floor for use in conjunction with 
the two ‘ Daily Mirror’ buildings, a public- 
house on the ground floor, the remainder of 
the ground floor for commercial show 
rooms, and six upper floors for use as 
offices. (Anderson, Forster and Wilcox, 9, 
Stone-buildings, WC2). 

One and 2, Pudding-lane: building, com- 
prising sub-basement and basement 
(restaurant and kitchens), ground floor 
(shop, showroom or offices) and three floors 
over (offices). (District Investment Co. Ltd., 
c/o 146, Bishopsgate, EC2). 

Drawings and details of materials, sub- 
mitted in compliance of conditions of per- 
mission already granted, were approved in 
the following cases: 

Seven-storey block of offices—Murray 
House, 43, 43a and 44 to 46, Barbican and 
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2 to 8, Bridgewater-street (permission on 


May 22, 1952); 

Office building—part of 24 to 26, Minories 
and 1 to 5 (odd), St. Clare-street (November 
17, 1955); 

Office building—92 to 100, Wood-street, 
5 and 6, Staining-lane, and 4 to 6 Oat-lane 
(April 11, 1957). 

The Court approved the purchase, for 
£7,200, of the leasehold interest in 19, 
Houndsditch, with a view to redevelopment 
of the site with adjoining sites owned by the 
Corporation. 

It was reported that the Minister had con- 
firmed a number of compulsory purchase 
orders: 

64, Aldersgate-street (£3,578 11s. 5d.); 9 
to 11, Moor-lane (£4,000); 4 Red Cross-

LCC 
Expansion of Luton 


THE London County Council, at their 

meeting on Tuesday (March 4), had 
before them a report of the Housing Com- 
mittee on schemes for expansion in the 
Luton area. 

The committee propose that agreements 
(subject to the approval of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government) be entered 
into with the Luton Borough and Luton 
Rural District Councils for schemes of 
development under the Town Development 
Act, for the reception of population from 
London. 

One agreement provides for the erection 
by the borough council of about 1,000 
dwellings, while under the other agreement 
the LCC will act as agent for the rural dis- 
trict council in building about 1,430 dwell- 
ings. Both schemes are based on the under- 
Standing that expansions in local motor 
industries will provide employment. 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has confirmed compulsory pur- 
chase orders for the land required for the 
district council scheme. 

The agreement with the borough council 
provides that in respect of each dwelling let 
to tenants nominated by the LCC through 
the industrial selection scheme, the LCC will 
contribute interest charges during the period 
of construction. Under the agreement with 
the district council the LOC will provide 
capital (estimated at about £2,720,000) for 
the acquisition of land and works of 
development it will undertake, bearing 
interest charges on this development until 
it is occupied; the district council will make 
interim repayments. 

It is expected that development under 
both schemes will start early this year. 


Albert Bridge Scheme 


Towarps the end of 1957 the Town 
Planning Committee reviewed the road 
improvement programme for future years 
and suggested to the Minister of Transport 
that he might wish to consider postponing 
the Albert Bridge scheme, since, from the 
point of view of cross-river traffic, the 
duplication of Blackwall Tunnel was much 
more important. The Minister agrees with 
the Council’s view and does not propose 
to consider the Albert Bridge scheme in any 
future programme until asked to do so.

Employment in the Building 
Industry 


A HINT that the building industry would 

be about the first to benefit from a 
relaxation in Government monetary policy 
was given by Mr. Jain MACLeEop, Minister 
of Labour, in the House of Commons on 
February 26. 

The Minister, who had been answering 
questions about the number of unskilled 
building operatives who were unemployed, 
was asked whether he was not perturbed at 
the figures, which were alarming, although 
this was the seasonal period for unemploy- 
ment. 

Mr. Gipson, who put the question, sug- 
gested that if the trend continued it would 
inevitably lead to a large increase in un- 
employment not only in the building indus- 
try, but also in those industries which 
fed it. 

Mr. Mac teop said that of all the nation’s 
industries the building and _ contracting 
industry gave most concern. As _ the 
seasonal trend improved it was likely that 
craftsmen would be the first to benefit. 
* One would also think when the time comes 
for relaxation, and I do not think that time 
has come yet, it is likely that the building 
industry will be about the first to benefit,’ 
he added. 

Mr. Macleod said that on January 13 
there were 58,400 unemployed people whose 
last employment was in the building and 
contracting industries, compared with 52,800 
in January, 1957, and 35,400 in January, 
1956. The numbers of wholly unemployed 
men in the main building crafts included in 
these totals were 15,400, 14,000 and 8,200, 
respectively. On the same day, 10,552 
people whose last employment was in the 
building and contracting industry were 
registered as wholly unemployed at employ- 
ment exchanges in the London and South- 
Eastern Region, compared with 11,020 in 
January, 1957. 


No New Town in Scotland 


GQCOTLAND will not get a further new 

town to deal with Glasgow’s overspill 
until there is an improvement in the nation’s 
economic situation. This was made clear 
by Mr. Mactay, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, in a written reply to Mr. 
McInnes on February 25. 

Mr. McInnes had asked him if he would 
indicate the extent and nature of the obsta- 
cles which prevented him designating 
another new town to deal with Glasgow’s 
overspill problem. 


Mr. Mactay replied: The designation of 
a further new town to deal with Glasgow’s 
overspill problem is impracticable in the 
present limitations of financial and technical 
resources. 

Mr. McInnes also asked him to indicate 
the number of overspill agreements which 
had been submitted to him by Scottish local 
authorities under the Housing and Town 
Development (Scotland) Act, 1957. 

Mr. Mactay: Although no agreements 
have yet been submitted for formal ap- 
proval, negotiations between Glasgow Cor- 
poration and certain authorities for the con- 





clusion of such agreements are at an ad- 
vanced stage. 


The Forth Road Bridge 


A CONSORTIUM of three British bridge 

building firms have been invited by 
the Forth Road Bridge Joint Board, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, to enter negotiations about the 
construction of the superstructure of the 
Forth Road Bridge. 

This was announced by Mr. MActay, in 
answer to Mr. MALCOLM MACPHERSON, who 
asked about the arrangements for tendering 
for work on the bridge, and what safe- 
guards existed for ensuring full considera- 
tion for tenders coming from sections of 
Scottish industry affected by redundancy or 
short-time working. 

Mr. Mactay: The Forth Road Bridge 
Joint Board have advertised for competitive 
tenders for the construction of the piers and 
anchorages, and propose also to advertise 
for competitive tenders for the construction 
of the approach roads and approach via- 
ducts at the appropriate stage. The Joint 
Board have entered negotiations, with my 
approval, with a consortium of the three 
principal British bridge-building firms about 
the bridge superstructure. 

Tenders from Scottish firms for the main 
contracts will receive full consideration on 
their merits. In accordance with the usual 
procedure, the placing of any sub-contracts 
that may be required will be a matter with- 
in the discretion of the main contractor 
concerned. 

Mr. MACPHERSON said that major works 
of this kind could be useful in clearing up 
pockets of local unemployment and short- 
time working. He urged the Secretary of 
State to review the arrangements which he 
had made for sub-contracts so that, other 
things being equal, sub-contracts would go 
to Scottish industries in which there was 
short-time working or redundancy. 

Mr. Mac ay said that much as one hoped 
with propriety that work would go, on a 
competitive basis, to Scottish firms, he did 
not think it would be right to interfere with 
the normal contracting procedure, because 
after all, the contractor was responsible for 
doing the job in the time and at the price 
quoted, and one could not completely take 
away his powers. 


Future of Slate Industry 


EVERAL Ministers have been asked 
questions in the Commons recently 
about conditions in the North Wales slate 
quarrying industry and the extent to which 
its products were being used in building 
today. Yet it was not until Mr. HuGcH 
Mo tson, Minister of Works, came into the 
ring on February 25 that the House was 
given some information about the efforts 
being made to find an alternative use for 
slate. 


“We are not ourselves engaged in re- 
search,’ he told Mr. Anthony Greenwood, 
who had asked what research the Govern- 
ment were conducting, ‘although research 
is continuing to take place. Bricks, tiles 
and lightweight aggregates are possible uses 
for slate in a ground-up form. One of the 
companies owning a quarry there is likely to 
begin producing soon tiles and bricks made 
of ground slate.’ 
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To Mr. Goronwy Roberts, who wanted 
an inquiry into existing conditions and 
future prospects of the industry, he said 
that there was no great unemployment 
among those who were willing to work in it. 
Within the last year there had been a short- 
age of labour. He pointed out in another 
reply that the condition of the industry was 
kept under regular review, and added that 
Mr. Roberts would know that for several 
reasons, of which cost was one, the popu- 
larity of slate as a roofing material had 
declined considerably in the last 40 years, 
and might well continue to decline. 


Developments in Domestic 
Heating 


MR. KERSHAW asked the Parliamentary 

Secretary to the Ministry of Works, 
representing the Lord President of the 
Council, to what extent worthwhile results 
had accrued from research supported by the 
Government directed to improving the effici- 
ency and design of domestic heating appli- 
ances using solid fuels. 

Mr. HaRMAR NICHOLLS, replying on 
February 25 said: Since the free standing 
convector fire was put on the market a few § 
years ago, the most important development, 
also originating from the British Coal Utilisa- 
tion Research Association, supported by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search, has been a new type of central heat- 
ing system using pipes of small bore and 
forced-circulation, This system [described in 
The Builder of November 15 last] can be 
installed without expensive structural altera- 
tions. Thus it is now possible to provide the 
comfort of central heating in many older 
houses for which central heating has hitherto 
been too expensive. 

Mr. KERSHAW asked what the approxi- 
mate cost of converting an ordinary three- 
bedroomed house to this new system would 
be. 

Mr. NICHOLLs said that the figure he had 
in mind, after asking questions about this 
subject, was that for a house of 1,100 sq. ft. 
it would cost between £200 and £300. 


London Stone and Hadrian’s Wall 


‘YPR. ERIC FLETCHER asked the 
Minister of Works if he would take 
action to ensure the preservation and 
re-erection of London Stone when Saint 
Swithin’s Church, Cannon _ Street, is 
demolished. : 

Mr. Motson, replying on February 25, 
said: I understand that the Diocesan Board 
of Finance of the Diocese of London pro- 
poses that the London Stone should be pre- 
served and re-erected as nearly as possible 
in its present position when St. Swithin’s 
Church is demolished and the site re 
developed. 

Mr. MoOLson, replying to Dame Irene 
Ward, also said that the Ancient Monuments 
Board approved his Ministry's methods of 
maintaining Hadrian’s Wall. The archaeo 
logical policy of the repairs was directed by 
his Inspectors of Ancient Monuments, who 
made periodical visits to the work, and had J 
the co-operation of local archaeologists who 
were specialists on Hadrian’s Wall. 1 
day-to-day work was supervised by staff with 
long experience of archaeological restoration. 

Original Roman work was exposed, ff 
tained and consolidated in the state in which 
it was found. Fallen stones were replaced

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if it was known what their original position 
was. Stones on the point of falling were 
removed from the wall and re-bedded. Apart 
from this re-bedding, there had been no dis- 
mantling of the wall at Birdoswald or else- 
where. Roman mortar was kept wherever 
possible, and on exposed surfaces lime mortar 
was used where necessary. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Double Glazing of Windows 


Mr. HastTinGcs asked the Minister of 
Health whether, with the object of reducing 
fuel costs, he would encourage the provi- 
sion of double glazing in all windows or 
parts of windows that do not open in all 
newly constructed hospitals or extensions of 
existing hospitals. 

Mr. DEREK WALKER-SMITH, replying on 
February 24, said: I am always ready to 
consider proposals of this kind in suitable 
cases. 

Mr. HAstTINGs said that Britain was the 
only country in the world that did not 
realise the loss of heat that arose from 
single glazing. Double glazing might be 
complicated, but with the parts of the win- 
dows which remained closed it was easy to 
double-glaze. Would the Minister recom- 
mend regional boards, when building or 
extending hospitals, to use double glazing? 

Mr. WALKER-SMITH said that this matter 
was largely governed by the design of the 
buildings, but where it could be shown 
that savings in fuel were commensurate 
with the capital costs he would certainly 
encourage the use of double glazing. 


Government Offices, Glasgow 


Mr. Motson, Minister of Works, in a 
written reply to Mr. Patrick MAITLAND on 
February 24, stated: It is likely that three 
new buildings will be started this year for 
occupation by Government departments in 
Glasgow. One will be at Parkhead and 
one at Bridgeton for local offices of the 
Ministry of Pensions and National Insur- 
ance and the National Assistance Board. 
The third will be nearer the centre of Glas- 
gow to house the Glasgow Telephone 
Manager’s Office, the Central Glasgow 
Office of the Ministry of Pensions and 
National Insurance, and local offices of the 
Inland Revenue. 


Houses for Tobacco 


Mr. Mawsy asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether further arrangements 
had been made with the United States 
Government for the import of tobacco for 
sterling and for the building of houses for 
United States Forces in this country. 

Mr. MAUuDLING, Paymaster-General, in a 
written reply on February 24, stated: Yes. 
We have agreed with the US Government 
on a transaction under Public Law 480 in- 
volving $5m. worth of tobacco for sterling. 
This is a second extension of the transac- 
tion announced in June, 1956, and extended 
in March, 1957, which, under the two earlier 
deals, has involved 18 million dollars’ worth 
of tobacco, and the arrangements will be 
identical in character. The proceeds of the 
transaction will be appropriated to the 
United Kingdom Defence Budget. 


The United Kingdom Government, for 
their part, will undertake to provide addi- 


tional houses for United States Service per- 
sonnel and their families in this country at 
an equivalent cost. The houses will be let 
to the United States authorities at a nominal 
rent for as long as they are required, but 
will remain the property of the United 
Kingdom Government. 
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The tobacco will go into companies’ 
stocks and its acquisition will not cause any 
reduction of UK purchases of tobacco from 
Commonwealth countries. We have not 
accepted any undertakings as to the 50 per 
cent. shipping requirement in connection 
with this transaction. 





BUILDING AND CIVIL ENGINEERING 
Value of Work in Last Quarter 


Ts value of building and civil engineering 

work carried out during the three months 
ended December 31 last was £537m., according 
to provisional figures compiled by the Ministry 
of Works. The figures are shown in the 
attached schedule, together with provisional 
index number of production for the same 
period, an index number of the cost of new 
building work and the employment figures for 
January, 1958. The value of work in the 
fourth quarter of the year was the same as in the 
third quarter: there was no change in building 


costs in this period, so that the volume of work 
done was the same. 

The value of work done during the year 
1957 was £64m. higher than during 1956. The 
cost of new building work was on average 
about 3 per cent higher than in 1956, so the 
volume of building work done in 1957 was 
only about the same as in 1956. 

The provisional figure for employment in 
January, 1958, was 52,000 less than a year ago. 
Nearly 40,000 fewer men were employed on 
new housing work than in January, 1957.

Neoprene Gaskets 


A NEW method of sealing panels in the 
*™ construction of glass exterior walls is 
being used on New York City’s gigantic 
International Airport Arrivals Building. 
The new system eliminates caulking and 
permits streamlined installation that cuts 
cost drastically. The Idlewild Arrivals 
Building is completely enclosed with 
thousands of glass panels of various kinds 
and sizes. The building, scheduled for com- 
pletion this year, is a three-storey structure, 
1,760 feet long and 415 feet wide, with two 
wings two-storeys in height, each 240 feet 
long. A_ special neoprene gasket was 
developed by the architects, Skidmore, 
Owings and Merrill, in co-operation with the 
Du Pont Company, who produce the 
neoprene, Pawling Rubber Corporation, 
who make the gasket, and several glass 
companies. The gasket, prefabricated to 
the architect’s specifications in the: Pawling 
plant, arrives at the construction site as a 
unit and is easily snapped around the pane 
by one workman. A movable stop applies 
pressure to the gasket, providing a uniform, 
permanent seal between glass and frame.

The resiliency of neoprene allows the glass 
to yield within the gasket under wind 
pressure and to expand and contract with 
changes in temperature. This resiliency 
greatly reduces danger of breakage and was 
an important consideration in the selection 
of gasketing material. If, however, a panel 
should be broken, the prefabricated assembly 
may be reused in replacing it. 


Clearing a London Site 

In a reference to work of excavating in 
Lansdowne-row, Berkeley-square, given in 
our issue of February 21 (page 375), 
mention should have been made of the fact 
that the general contractors on the site 
were Messrs. A. N. Coles (Contractors), 
Ltd., 49, St. Petersburgh-place, W2. 


Flame Proofing 

A flame proofing process, known as Cel- 
cure ‘F. has been introduced by Celcure, 
Ltd., Aldwych House, London, WC2. Cel- 
cure ‘ F’ is applied to timber by vacuum and 
pressure impregnation to ensure the neces- 
sary high absorptions of the fire-resistant 
and preservative chemicals. Timber treated 
by this process has a pleasant pale green 
colour. The company claim that it is com- 
pletely -odourless and, when dry, takes oil 
paint, stain or varnish as easily as untreated 


wood, is non-corrosive to metals and con- 
tains no chemicals likely to generate danger- 


ous fumes if the treated timber is exposed ~ 


to fierce heat, as in a fire. It can safely be 
used for timber in contact with animals, 
foodstuffs and plant life. As it is only now 
being introduced it is not yet available at all 
the 34 Celcure impregnation plants in the 
United Kingdom, but arrangements have 
been made for almost immediate treating 
facilities in London, Southampton, Plymouth, 
Cardiff, Hull, Liverpool, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and Larbert. Similar arrangements will be 
made at other plants before very long as the 
demand arises. The cost of this treatment 
is 3s. 104d. per cu. ft. for quantities of one 
standard or more. 


A Film on RC Construction 


In a review of two new films published 
in our issue of February 21 (p. 375), 
two errors have occurred in a paragraph 
relating to the film ‘ Plate System,’ produced 
by The Trussed Concrete Steel Co., Ltd. The 
paragraph should have read: * Two films; of 
interest to the architect and builder, have 
recently been released. The first of these, 
produced by The Trussed Concrete Steel 
Co., Ltd., deals with the company’s “ Plate 
System” of reinforced concrete construction. 
The main advantage of this system lies in 
the elimination of beams, and for economic 
use a superimposed loading not exceeding 
100 Ib. per sq. ft. and a column grid of 15 ft. 
or less are generally thought desirable.’ 

The words italicised did not appear in the 
original version and as such created a mis- 
leading impression.

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CHINA’S BUILDING 
PROGRAMME 


A Statistical Analysis 


By Our Own Correspondent 
PREvious to 1953 new construction in 

China was on a fairly small scale, widely 
distributed, and mostly on behalf of private 
enterprise. In 1953, the various Ministries 
embarked on a planned economic develop- 
ment, and over 60 per cent. of the building 
work undertaken in China during the four 
years 1953-1957 has been for Government. 

The Chinese People’s Government laid 
down targets of achievement for the first 
Five Year Plan period in all sections of 
industry, commerce, and national production, 
and the developments of the various enter- 
prises have been closely watched and related 
to these targets. The figures and opinions 
which follow analyse the productive aspects 
of China’s building industry. 

The work done has been mainly restora- 
tion, and capital construction aimed at 
economic recovery, both for private enter- 
prise and for Government; in the following 
proportions:—({1) Total volume of building 
work in China: 1953—£765m., 1954—£810m., 
1955—£795m., 1956—£1,222m. (2) Propor- 
tion of work done for Government Depart- 
ments: 1953—61.6 per cent., 1954—64.9 per 
cent., 1955—66.1 per cent., 1956—63.5 per 
cent. 


Working Entry into Building 
The yearly increase in the volume of work, 
especially in 1956, was made not entirely 
through technical improvement, but also 
through a growing number of workers being 
taken into the building industry, at the 
expense of agriculture, generally. 

There was also an improvement in 
individual labour productivity, the relative 
values for the overall increased volume of 
work during the period under review being 
given as 46.3 per cent. due to improved 
labour productivity and 53.7 per cent. due to 
increase in the number of building workers. 

Increases in the average wages for the 
industry during this period were basically 
acceptable from a long term point of view, 
although wages did not go up at the same 
rate as labour productivity. In the year 
1956, when individual production is esti- 
mated to have increased by 10 per cent. 
over the previous year, wages went up 2.74 
per cent. Compared with 1952, wages in 
{1956 were up by 22.6 per cent. and produc- 
tion was up by 82.5 per cent. 

Statistical bulletins show that the rates of 
increase and overall production vary in the 
different areas of China, and explain that 
rises and falls occur due to weather condi- 
tions and geographical situation. It is 
obvious ¢hat such factors are of importance 
when a country the size of China is under 
consideration, but these observations are not 
of value elsewhere. However, on the overall 
figures, it can be seen that over 30 million 
working days per year were wasted through 
suspension of work, absenteeism, and other 
cuuses. A substantial contributory factor 
seeins to be the confining of a large number 
of operatives to their particular locality, 
giving an unbalanced state to the type of 
work which can be carried out in the 
separate areas. This may in time be 
remedied by freedom of movement brought 


about by continued efforts to improve road 
and rail connections, and provide more and 
varied housing. 

Prior to 1953, the Chinese builder’ would 
do all his work on site for jobs large and 
small. A carpenters’. shop would be set up, 
stone cut, even paints prepared; but since 
that time structural components and acces- 
sories have been increasingly made elsewhere 
and distributed as required. Mechanisation 
has gradually made possible a wider use of 
what has hitherto been regarded as regional 
techniques, and the composition of the struc- 
ture of the building industry is consequently 
changing. Thus, the proportion of on-site 
tradesmen relating to the industry as a whole 
has declined: 1953—85.5 per cent., 1954— 
78 per cent., 1955—76.9 per cent., 1956— 
77.8 per cent., whereas the proportion of 
shop workers on building production jobs 
has increased: 1953—9.2 per cent., 1954— 
12.1 per cent., 1955—13.7 per cent. and 1956 
—12.1 per cent. 

The number of technical personnel 
employed in the design and supervision of 
construction work has grown each year, 
especially in the Ministries controlling and 
planning such projects. The percentage is 
given as follows: 1953—3 per cent., 1954— 
4.2 per cent., 1955 and 1956—S.5 per cent. 

China is now embarking on the second 
Five Year Plan in a cautious and realistic 
mood, and the building industry will be 
called upon to play a large part in the 
development of heavy industry and agricul- 
ture. Seven hundred and sixteen construc- 
tion projects are to be started or continued 
this year, whilst 35 new big water conserv- 
ancy projects will be begun, new railroads 
and bridges built, and domestic construction 
continued to meet the housing shortage ever 
present in this immense country with an 
annual birthrate of over 20 million.

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EUROPEAN HOUSING 
Re-examination of Problems 


THE problems relating to the financing o 
housing in Europe formed one of the 
main subjects of discussion at the fifteenth 
session of the Housing Committee of the 
Economic Commission for Europe (ECE) 
held at Geneva from November 20-22 last. 
The work on the financing of housing had 
been prepared in a study produced by 
rapporteurs representing the different parts 
of Europe, the United States of America 
and the Secretariat. The Committee con- 
sidered at length this study and the con- 
clusions presented. In view of the import- 
ance of the subject, they considered that 
the study should go into the matter more 
deeply and that it should be further con- 
sidered at the Commaittee’s next session. 

In view of the value of group visits and 
the increasing number of invitations which 
have been addressed to it, the Committee 
decided to prepare a long-term programme 
providing annually for one comprehensive 
visit after the spring session and one short- 
term concentrated visit after the autumn 
session. This programme, which already 
extends as far as 1961, provides for group 
visits to Czechoslovakia in June, 1958, and 
to Stuttgart in November of the same year. 
In 1959, after the spring session, there is to 
be a visit to the USSR, and agreement has 
been reached in principle on a visit to the 
Scandinavian countries in the spring of 1960. 

At the request of the Committee, the 
President of the CIB outlined a scheme for 
a full documentation programme involving 
the exchange of technical literature, biblio- 
graphical material and information on hous- 
ing and building. The Committee noted that 
this work would be carried out on the basis 
of a non-profit-making but self-financing 
scheme relying wholly on subscriptions. 

A large number of organisations interested 
in the problems of housing, building and 
town-planning were present at the session. 
Many representatives reported on their 
work and, after stressing the value of the 
Housing Committee’s work and publica- 
tions to their organisations, restated their 
intention to develop further their co-opera- 
tion with the Housing Committee and its 
Secretariat. The representatives of the 
World Federation of Veterans stafed that 
their organization was preparing a special 
report on the problem of housing for dis- 
abled ex-servicemen which would be sub- 
mitted to the Committee’s sixteenth session. 

The Committee decided that several 
studies should be instituted and carried out 
through the collaboration of rapporteurs 
and the Secretariat. Their subjects would 
be: government policies and the cost of 
building; standardisation and modular co- 
ordination; rural housing; formulation of 
house-building programmes, slum clearance, 
and the utilisation of space in current types 
of dwellings. 

The Committee adopted the report 
presented by its Working Party on Housing 
and Building Statistics. The party had 
reaffirmed the desirability of publishing an 
* Annual Bulletin of Housing and Building 
Statistics. The Committee adopted the 
decisions of its Working Party, and conse- 
quently this publication will appear next 
year for the first time.

BRITISH EASTERN CARIBBEAN — 
An application by the Columbian Corpora- 
tion, a US company, for the grant of a con- 
cession in the Essequibo River district, 
British Guiana, to set up a wood pulp, paper 
and timber utilisation industry has been 
approved in principle by the Government. 
The project, estimated to cost $16m., will 
include a pulp plant with a capacity of 200 
tons per day on the Essequibo River, with 
the necessary deep water harbour installa- 
tions, a railroad from the company’s con- 
cession to the plant site and a hydro-electric 
power development at Camaria Falls with 
an initial capacity of 6,000 hp... .A press 
report states that Dominica has had to cut 
back its development programme because of 
limited finances and the fact that its applica- 
tion for substantial help from the United 
Kingdom has only partially been granted. 
Britajn has made a grant of £200,000 for 
the construction of an airfield at Melville 
Hall but has left Dominica to go ahead with 
its other major development schemes. It is 
understood that concessions will be given’ 
for the duty-free importation of materials 
to be used in the construction of hotels. 
Industries will be encouraged by the grant- 
ing of pioneer status. . . . The Government 
of Grenada is now engaged in preparing a 
new five-year development programme and 
it is understood that special emphasis will 
be given to the construction of roads and 
to the development of the tourist industry 
by .means of new hotels. . . . Work on the 
$9}m. Trinidad Hilton Hotel is expected to 
begin this year. Discussions on the financ- 
ing of the 250-room hotel have been con- 
cluded and an agreement reached with Bar- 
clays Bank DCO to lend $44m. to the Hotels 
Development Corporation. Inquiries are 
said to have been received by the Hotels 
Development about the development of 
Tyrico Bay and the erection of a modern 
hotel. Tyrico Bay is on the Northern 
Coast. . . . The construction of the North 
Coast road to link Maracas Bay and Mate- 
lot is expected to begin this year. The total 
cost spread over five years is estimated to 
be $3m. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA.—The Con- 
sultative Commission for the study of the 
Senegal River has decided that the first step 
towards the development of the Senegal 
valley should be the construction of a small 
dam at Dagana, estimated to cost 34 mil- 
liard francs. The Commission recommends 
that the Dagana project should be under- 
taken as rapidly as possible. Its construc- 
tion would gain some 50,000 hectares of 
arable land. 


IRAQ.—It is understood that the 
Development Board will issue tenders for 
the Baghdad Medical City in three stages: 
(a) the main hospital and office building, (b) 
the nursing home, nursing school and staff 
accommodation, (c) out-patients’ clinic and 
stores. . . . The Board is still considering 
bids from six firms for the Kirkuk Sulphur 
Recovery Plant. A special panel of experts 
has been appointed to study the offer. It 
is reported that the Board will soon be issu- 
ng a call for tender for the Mosul Sugar 


Factory Housing Scheme. ... The Grain 
Board awarded the contract for the con- 
struction of a Basra silo to the German 
engineering company of Zublin. The pro- 
ject is scheduled for completion in just 
under three years. 


JAMAICA.—A factory to produce glass- 
ware is to be built by the Industrial 
Development Corporation at a cost of $24m. 
.. » Jamaica Ice Co., Ltd., 15 Second-street, 
Greenwich Town, Kingston, through a 
newly formed subsidiary, Zero Processing & 
Storage Ltd., are to set up a refrigeration 
plant at a cost of £100,000 to provide stor- 
age facilities at any desired temperature for 
rent to local merchants, etc. Consideration 
is being given to the preparation of a com- 
prehensive drainage scheme to cope with 
the heavy downpours of rain which occur 
in Kingston and St. Andrew. ... A consul- 
tant from abroad is being sought to advise 
on the proposed extension of the sewerage 
system in Kingston and St. Area which is 
expected to cost between £lm. and 
£1,250,000. A sewerage disposal system for 
Montego Bay costing £200,000 is under con- 
sideration. Proposals have been submitted 
for an underground drainage system for 
Spanish Town at a cost of about £250,000. 
. . . Work continues on the enlargement of 
Palisadoes Airport near Kingston. Ten- 
ders have been invited for the erection of 
the passenger handling building (and inci- 
dental work) the value of which will be in 
the region of £450,000. . . . Work has begun 
on a scheme at Mona, near Kingston, which 
will provide 700 houses for sale. The 
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scheme is being financed mainly by a well- 
known UK insurance company and the 
Colonial Development Corporation. Con- 
struction is to be undertaken by West 
Indies Building Ltd., 524, Duke-street, Kings- 
ton....A number of new hotels and resort 
developments are envisaged, mainly on the 
North Coast. . . . It is reported that Knuts- 
ford Park, an area of about 80 acres three 
miles from the centre of Kingston, which at 
present contains the principal horse racing 
track in Jamaica, has been bought by a 
syndicate which propose to turn it into a 
township, tentatively named ‘New Kings- 
ton,’ containing shops, offices, hotels, 
cinemas, restaurants, etc. 


PHILIPPINES.—The Standard Vacuum 
Refining Corporation of 801 Isaac Peral- 
street, Manila, has been given permission to 
build a US $33.5m. refinery at Limay, 
Bataan. A proposal to build a 300-room 
hotel has been launched as a joint venture 
by Pan American World Airways & Ayala 
y Compania, Ayala Building, Juan Luna, 
Manila. 

VENEZUELA .—A paper plant is to be 
built at San Felipe in Yaracuy State... . 
The Ministry of Communications has 
issued a list of firms which have been 
selected to take part in a fresh call for ten- 
ders, to be ready within the next two or 
three months. These will be for a tele- 
communications scheme. . . . The Director 
of Ports and Airports of the Ministry of 
Public Works stated recently that bids for 
the construction of the new port at the 
south end of Lake Maracaibo would be 
called early this year. Preliminary studies 
have been made by the Venezuelan sub- 
sidiary of a Dutch firm of specialised con- 
tractors, and the specifications are being 
drawn up by the Frederick Snare Corpora- 
tion (United States). Studies for the new 
commercial port to supplement La Guaira 
are now being carried out by a Venezuelan 
firm. Port extensions are also planned at 
Guanta in Eastern Venezuela. 


‘ Bricks Only’ Restriction Lifted 


A decision taken recently by the State 
Cabinet of Western Australia means that 
there will be no more areas where brick is 
used exclusively and other materials for 
house building restricted. This move has 
been acclaimed as a triumph for the newly 
established W.A. Branch of the Timber 
Development Association of Australia, who 
maintain that houses should be judged on 
their merits and not by the materials used. 

Commenting on the decision Mr. Keith 
Murray, director of the TDA in Western 
Australia, said that it would benefit the 
timber industry of the State and ensure for 
those who wished in future to build in 
materials other than brick that there would 
be the opportunity to do so and that land 
would be available. 

Mr. Marshall Clifton, president of the 
local Chapter of the Royal Australian In- 
stitute of Architects, while agreeing with the 
decision, warned that a good deal of care 
would have to be taken to ascertain that 
timber homes complied with certain stan- 
dards. Without employing the skill of an 
architect people could build a reasonable 
brick home, but if this skill was not used in 
building a timber house it could end up 
looking like a shed. 
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Scotland’s Housing in January 


THE number of new houses completed in 

Scotland in January was 2,542, com- 
pared with 2,130 at the same date last year. 
This brings the total of permanent houses 
and flats built in Scotland under the post- 
war housing programme to 324,122. This is 
shown in the monthly report by the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland, published on 
February 28 by HMSO, price 3d. New 
houses under construction at the end of 
January totalled 34,501; there were 36,431 
under construction a year ago. 

Of the houses built in Scotland since the 
war, 290,182 were erected by local authori- 
ties, 1,337 by housing associations, 6,934 by 
Government departments, and 25,669 by 
private builders. 


£160,000 Road Bridge 

Tue Secretary of State for Scotland has 
accepted a tender for the construction of a 
new £160,000 bridge, including approaches, 
over the River Avon at Linlithgow Bridge. 
West Lothian, to carry traffic on the Lon- 
don-Edinburgh-Thurso trunk road (A9). 
The bridge, which will have a 30 ft. carriage- 
way and two 10 ft. footpaths, will replace 
the existing narrow structure. 

The contractors are James Miller and 
Partners, Ltd., Edinburgh, and the works 
will be supervised by F. A. Macdonald and 
Partners, consulting engineers, Glasgow. It 
is estimated that the scheme will take about 
21 months to complete. 


[Overtime Ban in Glasgow Area 

A ban on working overtime in ‘the Glas- 
gow area was decided on at a meeting last 
week of the local joint committee for the 
building trade. The committee agreed that 
present overtime permits should be with- 
drawn and no further permits issued in res- 


pect of work by joiners, slaters, and brick- © 


layers in view of the number of unemployed 
in the building industry in the Glasgow 
area. 

The National Federation of Building 
Trade Operatives, the body banning over- 
time, are to have reports of the employment 
situation in other areas to consider action 
in other parts of the country.

OLLOWING are rates of wages 
authorised by the Scottish National 
Joint Council as from February 3, 1958.
